Race Does Matter 

SOTOMAYOR ON THE WILLFULNESS OF JUDICIAL ‘COLORBLINDNESS’

It’s been quite a couple of weeks for 
American racial relations. First there was 
the Cliven Bundy spectacle, in which the 
crackpot Nevada rancher who refuses to 
pay for his use (and abuse) of public lands 
was celebrated by right-wing media 
and gun-happy demagogues - 
among them Austin’s 
renowned village idiot 
Alex Jones. Then Bundy’s 
remarks on “Negroes” 
and their formerly 
happy days as slaves 
embarrassed those 
defenders still capable 
of it (not including 
Jones, of course). 

More recently, we’ve 
been treated to the dis 
grace and banning from the 
NBA of L.A. Clippers owner 
Donald Sterling, who privately 
revealed his appalling views on black people 
- he’d prefer they didn’t attend the games 
of the Clippers’ mostly black players - 
though he’s been known publicly for 
decades to be a racist slumlord. Sterling also 
congratulated himself on his own benefi- 
cence in “giving” his employees salaries, 
and curiously blamed “the culture” for his 
own racist attitudes.

Meanwhile, Chief Justice John Roberts 
got his feelings hurt. 

In his extremely brief, two-paragraph con- 
curring opinion in last week’s U.S. Supreme 
Court decision ( Schuette v. Coalition to 
Defend Affirmative Action ) - upholding 
the Michigan rejection-by-referen- 
dum of affirmative action in 
college admissions - Roberts 
made it clear he recognized 
Justice Sonia Sotomayor’s 
jab at his previous glib 
formulation, “The way to 
stop discrimination on 
the basis of race is to stop 
discriminating on the 
basis of race.” In her dis- 
sent, Sotomayor countered 
that the true approach to 
ending discrimination is “to 
speak openly and candidly on 
the subject of race.” 

Instead of comprehending that distinction 
- that pretending racism doesn’t exist is a 
form of willful blindness - Roberts whines, 
“People can disagree in good faith on this 
issue, but it similarly does more harm than 
good to question the openness and candor 
of those on either side of the debate.” (By 
contrast, in his concurrence with Clarence 
Thomas, Antonin Scalia just sneers at 




Sotomayor’s notion that affirmative action 
benefits racial minorities - he knows bet- 
ter.) The Chief Justice is more concerned 
that some people might think badly of him 
than that minority residents of Michigan 
might be denied access to higher education, 
via majority-imposed “colorblindness.” 

Meanwhile, separately concurring Justice 
Stephen Breyer primly sidesteps the minor- 
ity rights issue raised by the case, defining 
the question in narrowly majoritarian 
terms: Voters can choose whether to 
endorse affirmative action to benefit racial 
minorities - whatever the actual makeup of 
the voting public - and that’s that. 

By contrast, Sotomayor (joined by Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg) argues what should be 
obvious by now, even to unelected Supreme 
Court Justices: “our Constitution places 
limits on what a majority of the people may 
do. This case implicates one such limit: the 
guarantee of equal protection of the laws.”

y A countywide burn ban was put in effect Tuesday 
by Travis County Commissioners, until at least 
May 28, due to dry and very windy conditions. 

It’s the normal low turnout in the May 10 elec- 
tions (not to be confused with the May 27 pri- 
mary run-offs) in Travis County. With only council 
votes and school elections in cities outside Aus- 
tin on the ballot, early voting barely cracked 1.5%. 

y Texas lost its long battle against the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency Tuesday with a 6-2 
Supreme Court ruling that will force the state 
to enforce tighter regs on power plants to reduce 
harmful emissions to other states. 

> As Gov. Rick Perry faces possible grand jury 

indictment for pressuring Travis County District 
Attorney Rosemary Lehmberg to resign, Demo- 
crats want to make sure Texans don’t foot his 
legal bill. Rep. Joe Deshotel, D-Port Arthur, has 
requested the attorney general’s opinion on 
whether the governor can bill the state for using 
expensive external counsel. 

y On Tuesday, a federal judge struck down a 
Wisconsin voter ID law, requiring a government 
photo ID in order to vote, saying it would have a 
discriminatory effect on minority voters who are 
more likely to lack such an ID. Texas is among 
eight other states with similar laws.

The whole group of opinions (the 6-2 vote 
had no majority opinion) is worth a read, 
not only for its substance but for what it 
reveals about the now-open tensions on the 
court. Sotomayor takes on her colleagues 
directly - for “how little [they] understand 
about the reality of race in America” - but 
there’s also a sense that she knows she’s 
swimming against the judicial and political 
tide (Roberts’ ascension to and on the court 
was in part premised on his long opposition 
to “racial preferences”). She is as much 
addressing the public, and the future, 
about a subject on which her colleagues 
have decided to remain willfully ignorant. 

“Yet to know the history of our Nation,” 
Sotomayor writes, “is to understand its 
long and lamentable record of stymieing 
the right of racial minorities to participate 
in the political process.” She prefers the 
term “race-sensitive admissions policies” 
to “affirmative action,” recognizing that 
universities (indeed, all public institutions) 
cannot truly address the long history of 
U.S. institutional racism by pretending it 
does not exist. But that’s what the majority 
has decided. And she notes that the 
Michigan law now places unique obstacles 
before minority residents - while others can 
blithely continue lobbying for legacy admis- 
sions, athletes, special cases ... whatever. 
Only racial minorities are now banned from 
trying to overcome historical disadvantages. 

Bluntly, Sotomayor says, Roberts’ color- 
blind cliche is “a sentiment out of touch 
with reality, one not required by our 
Constitution, and one that has properly 
been rejected as ‘not sufficient’ to resolve 
cases of this nature.” 

Open Our Eyes 

Sotomayor, who read part of her opinion 
from the bench, appears to have few delu- 
sions about persuading her more reaction- 
ary colleagues to seriously address the 
real, ongoing 21st century effects of what 
W.E.B. Du Bois called “the color line.” 
She’s addressing history, and all 
Americans. If the last couple of weeks have 
taught us anything at all, we should have 
the empathy, and simple good sense, to 
listen well. 

“In my colleagues’ view, examining the 
racial impact of legislation only perpetu- 
ates racial discrimination. This refusal to 
accept the stark reality that race matters is 
regrettable. The way to stop discrimination 
on the basis of race is to speak openly and 
candidly on the subject of race, and to 
apply the Constitution with eyes open to 
the unfortunate effects of centuries of 
racial discrimination. As members of the 
judiciary tasked with intervening to carry 
out the guarantee of equal protection, we 
ought not sit back and wish away, rather 
than confront, the racial inequality that 
exists in our society. It is this view that 
works harm, by perpetuating the facile 
notion that what makes race matter is 
acknowledging the simple truth that race 
does matter.” ■

CAN THE LATEST IN INTERSECTION DESIGN FIX AUSTIN'S GRIDLOCK? 

Transportation agencies are laying plans to 
expand South MoPac and build underpass- 
es at two busy intersections - one at 
Slaughter Lane, and another to its south at 
LaCrosse Avenue. 

Anyone who’s ventured south- 
west for a movie at the Alamo 
Drafthouse is familiar with the 
teeming traffic and long waits 
at the Slaughter intersection. 

So, will expanding South i 

MoPac from Cesar Chavez 
and erecting bridges over 
MoPac on Slaughter and 
LaCrosse ease the conges- 
tion? Or will we end up with 
more of the same, only worse? 

If you’re a little wary of the two 
agencies behind these proposed projects - 
the Texas Department of Transportation 
and the Capital Area Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Organization - then you’ve probably 
already connected the dots between the pro- 
posed MoPac-related projects and State 
Highway 45. It makes sense that South 
MoPac improvements would be necessary to 
accommodate SH 45, but transportation offi- 
cials, for whatever reason, are treating the 
two plans as two distinct projects that have 
nothing to do with the other. 

SH 45 would link South MoPac (there’s the 
first clue) to FM 1626 in Hays County. Propon- 
ents hope to jump-start the toll road before a 
new anti-SH 45 regime is seated on the Travis 
County Commissioners Court and sticks a 
fork in the road plan. But as the next pre- 
sumptive Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt 
told the Chronicle recently: “I cannot yet say 
how I will respond [to the project] since there 
are still so many ‘known unknowns’ ... and I 
doubt we’ve seen the final price tag for the 
project.” That was said in response to the 
Commissioners’ vote in March to spend $15 
million in county dollars toward the $100 mil- 
lion project. “This I do know,” she continued, 

“Travis County has just paid property taxes for 
the construction of a tolled state highway over 
a critical recharge zone and endangered spe- 
cies habitat. This is wrong on multiple levels.” 


Needless to say, 
there’s plenty of environ- 
mental and neighborhood 
angst over SH 45, and oppo- 
nents have organized under the 
name Keep MoPac Local. Not 
only would SH 45 cross the Edwards 
Aquifer recharge zone, it would add tens of 
thousands of additional vehicles each day to 
MoPac, which is currently undergoing a rede- 
sign north of the river. Led by the Save Our 
Springs Alliance, SH 45 opponents have 
put their money where their nay-saying 
mouths are and hired a Utah-based transpor- 
tation consultant to come up with some alter- 
natives to building new roads and bridges. 
The consultant, Mike Brown, president of 
Metro Analytics, was in Austin last week, 
where he presented some “shared-solutions” 
ideas to a crowd that appeared to be domi- 
nated by mayoral and City Council aspirants 
(see “Creative Intersections,” Newsdesk, 

April 26 for more). To be clear, the city has 
little formal say in the SH 45 project, but with 
the “right” people on Council under the new 
10-1 governing system, the city could con- 
ceivably raise a symbolic stink - something it 
hasn’t done up to this point (though they did 
remove the SH 45 plan from the Imagine 
Austin comprehensive plan). 

And Brown’s ideas for moving traffic more 
quickly and more cheaply through “innovative 
intersections” actually harmonizes better 
with the city’s Imagine Austin vision of a mul- 
timodal future. Brown mostly focused his talk 
on the Slaughter/MoPac intersection, offering 
several alternatives that, at least on paper, 


sure beat building bridg- 
es. As a former transpor- 
tation bureaucrat himself, 
Brown said he under- 
stands the traffic engi- 
neer’s instinct to over- 
state future traffic prob- 
lems and underestimate 
solutions. 

Based on an unscientif- 
ic traffic count that he 
cautioned would need to 
Brown said planners would be 


be verified, 

able to buy themselves a little time simply by 
adjusting the signal timing at the Slaughter/ 
MoPac intersection. “But what if the same 
cars could drive slower, travel faster on fewer 
lanes?” he asked before launching into sever- 
al different intersection options. These includ- 
ed a “bow-tie” thru-turn intersection, which 
would eliminate the left-turn signal and direct 
left-turning traffic to turn right, make a U-turn 
around an ellipse, merge with oncoming traf- 
fic and continue through the intersection - all 
surprisingly more quickly than a signal would 
allow. Brown said this could be accomplished 
at MoPac/Slaughter with some road-widening 
work. “Everybody wins on that design,” he 
said of the bow-tie’s “place-making” abilities 
that allow for landscaping, sidewalks, bike 
lanes, and even a transit station. 

Another example is the continuous-flow 
intersection that allows traffic to move simul- 
taneously in varying directions. “It looks real- 
ly gnarly but it works well,” he said, though 
it’s less friendly to pedestrians and bicyclists. 
A town center intersection, another alterna- 
tive, would convert two-way streets into one- 
way streets near the intersection, then merge 
them back to two-way - creating safer streets 
for walkers and cyclists, and greater mixed- 
used density within the town center site. 

In the end, Brown had most of his audience 
sold on the idea that new roads and bridges 
aren’t the be-all and end-all of traffic solu- 
tions. “Insist on something else,” he said. ■

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Shared Services Uproar: 
Students Busted in Tower Sit-In 



Tensions surrounding UT-Austin’s Shared 
Services plan peaked last Wednesday, when 
18 students were arrested on charges of 
criminal trespassing during a sit-in outside 
President Bill Powers 7 office. While other 
efforts to protest the controversial staffing 
consolidation plan have not been as bold, 
they have been prolific, through letters, ral- 
lies, and resolutions. 

On April 23, students, faculty, staff, and 
community members held a rally against the 
administration’s plan, which would consoli- 
date responsibilities and eliminate staff jobs. 
Along with featured speakers from the faculty 
council and Council Member Mike Martinez, 
staff member Bert Herigstad, an office man- 
ager in the Radio-Television-Film department, 
spoke of his objections to the program’s 
implementation. Herigstad said he consid- 
ered the rally an attempt to either slow down 
or halt Shared Services until the campus 
community can figure out how to “do it right, 
or not do it at all.” 

“My biggest fear is the quality of work on 
behalf of staff will go down dramatically,” 
Herigstad said, “and this will have a direct 
effect on our customers, which are students 
and faculty, and research.” 

Following the rally, at about 3pm, a group 
of student protestors sat-in at Powers’ office, 
among them representatives from University 
Democrats, University Leadership Initiative, 
and United Students Against Sweatshops. A 
little after 5pm, they were ordered to leave, 
and were subsequently arrested on charges 
of criminal trespassing, and then spent 14 
hours at Travis County Jail. 

Senior Sophia Poitier, United Students 
Against Sweatshops representative, said stu- 
dents felt they had been left with no choice 
after attempting to meet with Powers for 
more than a year. “In the tower,” she 


recalled, “students chanted, ‘We’re excited, 
we’re united, we’re going to stand with staff, 
and we won’t be divided,’ to show our com- 
mitment to justice for campus staff, faculty, 
and our community as a whole.” 

On April 29, a resolution in opposition to the 
Shared Services program was introduced to 
Student Government, in hopes that UT adminis- 
tration will address the student concerns. 
According to resolution author and sophomore 
Taral Patel, these concerns pertain to the 
transparency of the process and the public opin- 
ion against the proposal by University stakehold- 
ers. “It is our community that is ultimately 
affected by the Shared Services proposal,” Patel 
said. “Let’s focus on other ways for the universi- 
ty to garner savings and increase efficiency.” 

On April 22, the Executive Committee of 
the Faculty Council had issued an “Open 
Letter to UT Austin Faculty,” defending 
Shared Services and the administration’s 
measured approach to the program through 
pilot versions and campus engagement. The 
committee’s comments were echoed in an 
administration “Statement from UT Austin on 
the Exploration of Shared Services,” released 
April 24. The statement called attention to 
the financial implications of the program. “In 
these days of dwindling higher education 
funding, we have to be responsible stewards 
of tax and tuition dollars,” it reads. “Consoli- 
dating administrative roles that are now 
spread across campus, and doing so largely 
through attrition, can help save $30 million 
to $40 million each year that can be spent 
on our educational mission.” 

Faculty members in opposition who had writ- 
ten to Powers earlier (see “Shared Services 
Begins Sharing ... Layoffs,” April 18) received 
a response from him on April 25. Powers 
states his deep respect for his “longtime col- 
leagues.” But, “Even if the status quo for 


University operations were ideal, it simply is 
not sustainable,” Powers wrote. “Sharing ser- 
vices is a way to take back control of our situ- 
ation and, in the process, modernize our oper- 
ations and make them better than before.” 
Elizabeth Gershoff, Human Development 
and Family Sciences associate professor and 
recent addition to the Shared Services Steer- 
ing Committee, said despite statements 
revealed in open records requests that sug- 
gest one staff member was laid off due to 


Shared Services, no individuals on campus 
will be laid off as a part of the program. 
“Something has to change because of bud- 
get shortfalls,” Gershoff said. “It’s really all 
about efficiency. Unfortunately, it’s been mis- 
construed as firing people or laying people 
off, and that’s not what it’s about. ... Overall, 
efficiency is a good goal.” - Lizzie Jespersen

Council: Zoning Futures, Budget Preview, Cilantro 


This week’s City Council agenda (Thursday, May 1) 
includes a relatively moderate 72 items, but there will be 
plenty to wrangle over, notably a couple of matters repeatedly 
postponed over the last couple of months. 

Among a baker’s dozen of zoning cases, today marks the 
return of the Baylor House historic landmark case (Item 66), 
an unresolved question that has been kicked up to the dais 
for deliberation because neither the staff nor the Planning 
Commission could decide on a recommendation (see “Then 
There’s This: Saving the Baylor House,” April 11). And right 
behind that (item 72) is the revised “vested development 
rights” (aka grandfathering) ordinance that has limped a 
lengthy road since Attorney General Greg Abbott declared 
the city’s existing ordinance in conflict with state law. Neither 
environmentalists nor developers claim happiness with the 
current draft - with the central argument over the length an 
inactive project can retain its permits, somewhere between 
nine and 20 years - so after much fustian debate, perhaps 
Council will attempt (heroically, of course) to split the baby. 

Those two knots should require some time to uncoil. Little 
else jumps dramatically out on the agenda, although several 
resolutions from Council anticipate plenty of work ahead 


when they return from staff development: an alternative fund- 
ing plan for special events; a new financial plan for Austin 
Water; full cost recovery for Austin Energy line extensions; 
and plans to facilitate the development of “point towers” 
(slender residential skyscrapers). If staff can get all that done 
before September, it’ll be a good summer’s work. 

□ 

In the meantime, the opening briefing bell rang last week on a 
much longer shadow - budget development, and was followed 
by Tuesday’s work session briefing on bond capacity. We’ll have 
more to say on the budget details as they develop, but here are 
some of the takeaway numbers in the initial staff proposal: 

• a 0.7-cent reduction in the property tax rate 
(49.57 cents/$100 evaluation) 

• $1.7 billion increase in total property values 

• an estimated $28/year property tax increase on 
a median-value home ($193,000) 

• fee increases totaling $13.38 a month (median); 

Austin Water’s is the largest: $4.84/month) 

• continued strong growth (5-6%) in sales tax revenues 

• 59 additional police officers 

• 19.75 new enterprise positions 


One wonkier but telling budget detail is that this year’s 
focus, per City Manager Marc Ott, is on “affordability,” as 
department heads were asked to concentrate on “critical priori- 
ties.” In past years, the initial budgets have been accompanied 
by a laundry list of “unmet needs” for Council to consider for 
possible inclusion - those lists have been abruptly jettisoned 
this year. In a January memo to department heads, Ott wrote: 
“As we look ahead to fiscal year 2015 and beyond, our focus 
needs to increasingly shift to balancing community demands 
for new and enhanced services with growing concerns about 
affordability. Accordingly, I have but one pronouncement for next 
year’s budget: NO INCREASE IN THE PROPERTY TAX RATE.” 

That declaration found reverberation in a statement 
released by Mayor Lee Leffingwell after the initial briefing, 
which opened with a glowing financial forecast by Jon 
Hockenyos. Leffingwell welcomed both the forecast and the 
proposed rate cut, then added, “I look forward to seeing if we 
can do even better than that.” 

Here’s one way: Today’s musical honoree is Cilantro 
Boombox, which describes its fiercely rhythmic effusions as 
embracing “Dance/World/Funk/Pop/Brown/Sexy.”

RISING TAX BILL FORCES OWNER TO PUT ART VENUE ON THE MARKET 


In the woods of the Enchanted Forest, 
there’s a big metal heart. It’s rusted now, 
tipped over to one side, and a perfect visual 
metaphor for what’s happening to this 
stretch of woodland off of West Oltorf. Owner 
Albert DeLoach said, “Two days before the 
surveyors came by, it toppled over, and I 
thought to myself, ‘Well, that’s a sign.’” 

Earlier this year, DeLoach announced he 
was putting the South Austin art institution 
on the market. The property listing is non- 
descript. Three acres off Oltorf, zoned for 
commercial services and family residences, 
with a $3.3 million asking price. There’s a 
creek running through the back lot, which 
means only around half the property can 
actually be developed, but it’s almost 
unprecedented in recent years for this 
much undeveloped land in the urban core 
to come on the market. 

That’s because, for the past quarter-cen- 
tury, it’s been a unique creative space in 
Austin. A combination of monolithic gal- 
lery and open-air amphitheater, and a hub 
for artists, both visual and performance, 
local and global. “I still have poet friends 
from Australia who stopped by just last 
week to say goodbye,” said DeLoach. Last 
month, for old time’s sake, he held one 
final public Easter Egg hunt, but the forest 
has hosted all manner of artistic happen- 
ings, from poetry to aerial silks, from Art 
Outside to Silent City Limits silent discos 
to Halloween trails. “That’s my favorite,” 
said DeLoach. “Nothing like scaring the 
hell out of people.” 

The problem was purely financial. Over 
the last few years, the site’s property taxes 
accelerated, and DeLoach and his family 
struggled to keep up. Finally, he faced a 
tough decision: Find $30,000 for next year’s 
bill, or use that money to get the property 
into a sellable state. “It’s not just me,” he 
said. “All the different art collectives that I 
know from the Eighties have pretty much 
vanished or moved on.” He could have 
made different commercial choices, selling 


beer like the newly opened Austin Beer 
Garden Brewing Co. down the road, “but I 
tried to create an environment where 
there’s more artistic stimuli than you can 
process, and therefore you can create that 
euphoria without being all fucked up.” 
Besides, he said, “I like my friends so much 
better when they’re behaving and sober.” 

DeLoach doesn’t necessarily look like a 
patron of the arts. A closely-trimmed beard, 
with a few strands of gray, and blue mechan- 
ics overalls, he looks more like a steam train 
engineer than a champion of creativity. But 
the forest was always his dream. According 
to local lore, the property was one of the last 
true hobo camps in America, and DeLoach 
can believe it. He said, “Some of the stuff 
that we drug up here was definitely from 
the Fifties. Car hoods and doors that were 
used to make shelters.” But underneath 
that, he said, “I saw the beautiful potential 
of environmental artistry and creation.” 

There’s a lot of sweat equity in the forest. 
When DeLoach moved in, it was overgrown 
with ragweed and the creek drained into a 
broken sewer line, and it took a decade to 
clear out all the trash. Now it’s an unofficial 
nature reserve, with herons in the stream, 
three kinds of owl, a mating pair of wood 
ducks, plus a small hawk that he has yet to 
identify. There are possums, and just the 
other day, a raccoon took one of his chick- 
ens. “Those chickens refuse to go in the 
coop,” he said. 

He admits the decision to sell was tough 
on his family. After all, his children and 
grandchildren played in the woods, and 
they’ve been through the grieving process. 
Now they’re on to the hard grind of disman- 
tling a dream: relocating structures, taking 
down art installations, and seeing the com- 
munity that gathered around disband. 
DeLoach said, “They aren’t able to find 
inexpensive enough space to be able to not 
work 50 hours to afford their rent, and not 
have time to do their art.” There’s been a 
diaspora out to Elgin, where some of the 


regulars hope to establish some kind of 
mini-Marfa. Others have returned to the 
coasts, and cities like Asheville, N.C., “plac- 
es where you’re appreciated for your art.” 
It’s an experience with which DeLoach can 
empathize. He said, “The last few years, I’ve 
been spinning my wheels just to make 
enough money to keep up with my ever- 
increasing tax burden. At some point, it’s 
hard to justify doing that.” 

Keeping the forest open was increasingly 
difficult over the last half decade. In 2008, 
DeLoach was informed by the city’s newly 
formed Public Assembly Code Enforce- 
ment unit that the forest was in violation of 
several of its permits (see “Permit Woes,” 
Aug. 1, 2008), and after many expensive 
changes, he took the painful decision to 
stop holding public events. DeLoach doesn’t 
blame PACE. In fact, he praised them for 
working so closely with him to find solu- 
tions. However, the effort had been enor- 
mous. For the last major event, a silent 
disco, DeLoach actually rented sufficient 
off-site, off-street parking to placate the 
city. Yet the parking issue had always been 
a problem for the forest. In its early days, 
with smaller crowds, the traffic generated 
could be easily absorbed. But as the num- 
bers of visitors hit the thousands for big, 
multiday events, and as Lamar became 
more densely developed, parking became 
more of an issue. So finally it was just one 
more step towards selling. DeLoach said, 
“I’m not cutting my trees down, which 
ironically is why I’m having to let someone 
else chop all my trees down.” 

This isn’t a simplistic case of artists ver- 
sus developers, or locals versus evil condo 
builders. In fact, as taxes rose, he consid- 
ered developing the property on his own 
terms, keeping as much of the land 
untouched as possible. Yet while there were 
plenty of potential investors for the con- 
struction, it was difficult finding anyone to 
get involved in the planning stage. However, 
DeLoach said he believes that he has found 
a buyer who sees the creek’s ecosystem “as 
an asset and not a liability.” 

As for DeLoach, he exits the property just 
as he entered, with clearing and cleaning. 
Then he might take a year off to go sailing 
with his family; after that, he plans to move 
from the arts into a commercial sustainable 
food operation, out beyond the city’s extra- 
territorial jurisdiction, “which feels slightly 
liberating.” He said, “There’s so much of the 
crop that is thrown away because there 
might be one insect bite. But you cut that 
bite out and you can make pasta, stews, 
everything.” Yet he still fears for what the 
loss of the forest and other similar afford- 
able spaces means for Austin’s creative 
class. He’s talked to policy experts in cities 
like San Francisco, where there’s a desper- 
ate scrabble to attract back the same artists 
that urban renewal and gentrification 
forced out. Now urban planners are contem- 
plating projects like collaborative spaces 
and rent control for working creatives. 
DeLoach said, “That’s their big discussion: 
How much is it going to cost us to get the 
artists back, now that we drove them off?”

Elegy for the Man Behind (a)ATXhipsters 


Last Saturday morning, shortly 
after lam, an intoxicated driver, 
40-year-old Wade Atwood, took a 
right turn out of the Wendy’s 
parking lot Downtown on Seventh 
Street and was cruising north- 
bound in the left lane of the 1-35 
frontage road when police say he 
struck pedestrian Kelly Wayne 
Noel, whom officials would pro- 
nounce dead within the hour. 

The pedestrian, it was revealed 
that evening, was an influential 
one in Austin: the man responsi- 
ble for operating the Twitter 
account @ATXhipsters, a news 
aggregator and cultural dissemi- 
nator that, since first opening in 
June 2009, has accumulated upwards of 
18,700 followers through more than 222,000 
tweets - most of which are automated pro- 
motions of stories (continuing via algorith- 
mic action today), from KUT-FM, Eater, and 
assorted city blogs, as well as the Chronicle. 

Fittingly, his role as the victim spread 
through the social media site itself, arriving 
into many people’s feeds via an announce- 
ment made by Jon-Erik Garcia, the DJ 
known better as the Glitoris. “This is a ter- 
rible avenue to reveal but he had a large 
online presence . . . ATXhipsters was hit by a 



drunk driver last night & passed away,” the 
TuezGayz proprietor posted. News feeds 
throughout the city began to propagate with 
condolences and peace offerings to the 
victim and his loved ones. 

Most referred to him by his Twitter 
handle. A few others made mention of his 
first name, Kelly. But a search through 
Topsy, a social media analytics tool that 
can draw references to every public tweet 
that exists on the Internet, shows that no 
one posted anything like a full name, or 
any particulars about his likeness. In fact, 
it appears that very few people knew him 
that well at all. 

Conversations with those closest to him 
reveal this anonymity to be largely by 
design. “He intentionally wanted to be an 
enigma,” Austin Bloggy Limits host Ben 
Wintle, who posted a touching tribute on 
his own website Sunday, said of his depart- 
ed buddy. “He didn’t want people to be able 
to recognize him. He liked the idea that 
people weren’t sure if [the account was run 
by] a man or a woman or one person or a 
group of people.” 

“He wanted it to be about the informa- 
tion,” added John Wickham, the owner of 
Elysium Nightclub on Red River Street. 
“Not about him.” 

Yet still, in the hours since the accident, 
this particular death has stood as a spark 
plug and reignitor in the conversation con- 
cerning the city’s continuing struggles with 
public transit and drunken driving. And it’s 
not appropriate to say that an @ sign’s done 
gone now in the wake of a tragic accident. 
Drunken driving has killed another local, so 
let’s celebrate the local, so as to let the city 
know what they’re losing. 

Thirty- two years old when he passed, the 
shy, affable Noel was the middle of three 
children, the only son in a family that split 
years ago when his parents got divorced. He 
moved to Austin shortly after graduating 
from Leander High School, taking a job as a 
coder at Dell, where he worked almost 
exclusively - there was a brief intermission 
at AT&T - until his death. 

He opened the @ATXhipsters account in 
June 2009, working with his friend Dena 
Greenwalt, whom he’d met years before dur- 


ing a series of Sunday night dance 
parties at Elysium, to create a 
news aggregator for what was then 
still a budding type of social media. 

“I don’t think he had any idea 
how big it would get,” said 
Greenwalt, who helped design 
o the profile’s aesthetics but took a 
° backseat when Noel started cod- 
^ ing the largely automated feed’s 
< aggregation system. “It was just 
° something fun and interesting. It 
f was new technology, and he was 
£ just playing.” 

" It ended up getting quite popu- 
z lar, and Noel, whose shyness had 
m evolved into what friend and 
Republic of Austin author Chris 
Apollo Lynn described as an angelic sweet- 
ness, had achieved his personalized type of 
fame: influential on the Internet but 
unidentified in real life. 

“Whenever I’d introduce him in relation 
to @ ATXhipsters, he’d go, ‘Shut up!”’ 
echoes Wickham. “People talk about the 
team, or because of his name they’ll refer to 
him as ‘her’ or ‘she.’ It’s funny, and he 
wanted it that way.” 

Josue Robles, his on-and-off-but-largely- 
on boyfriend of five-and-a-half years, said 
that Noel was the consummate nobleman, a 
loving son who took devoted care of his 
father after a stroke 19 years ago. “He was 
the softest bull you’d ever meet,” he con- 
fided, alluding to Noel’s astrological desig- 
nation as a Taurus. “He was a very quiet 
person unless he really liked you. Then you 
couldn’t get him to shut up.” 

Mostly he cared about music, about mak- 
ing sure the locals got their attention come 
set time, but each person I spoke with 
Sunday reiterated over and again about 
how adamantly opposed Noel was to the 
practice of drunken driving. He hated it 
with all his being, they said, eventually 
moving from an apartment in South Austin 
to a place at 11th and 1-35, so he could walk 
from the clubs to his home without having 
ever to sit behind a wheel. 

Robles had tripped down to his native 
Del Rio Thursday night to visit family for 
the weekend, so he wasn’t in Austin to 
respond to the news that his boyfriend had 
been hit. Had he been home, he’d have 
been able to step out onto the balcony of the 
apartment they often shared to see the acci- 
dent scene - the cops, the cars, Noel’s body, 
and, in a sick twist of irony, the second 
drunken driver who rolled through the 
crime scene a few hours later. (That driver, 
Ramiro Sosa, was arrested and charged 
with DWI.) 

“I keep calling his phone number, but it 
keeps going straight to voicemail,” Robles 
said Sunday as he readied his return to 
Austin, where he’ll recover their dog, Sativa, 
and meet with Noel’s parents to plan the 
funeral. “I still have the ring he gave me on 
my finger. In my head, we’re still together.”

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PERRY’S MESS 

Gosh, the 2016 presidential primaries are 
a long way off, but look out - here comes 
Rick Perry of Texas, riding his state’s tax- 
payer dollars into the GOP primary. 

Technically, he’s not campaigning. Yet he’s 
popping up in places from New York to 
California, holding press conferences, running 
TV ads, meeting with

$450/hour. That’s for a high-dollar lawyer 
he’s hired at taxpayer expense to try to save 
his bacon - and his presidential fantasies. He 
doesn’t mention it on his out-of-state Praise 
Perry tour, but he’s presently on the brink of 
being indicted for corruption back home. 

This mess involves the governor’s clumsy

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But new research published this week in 
the Proceedings of the National Academy 
of Sciences suggests that “insignificant 
minimum” is far from insignificant: At 
least 4.1% of all defendants sentenced to 
death in the U.S. are innocent, according to 
the peer-reviewed study by University of 
Michigan School of Law professor Samuel 
Gross in collaboration with Michigan State 
University law professor Barbara O’Brien, 
and biostatisticians Chen Hu and Edward 
H. Kennedy. The researchers used “survi- 
vor analysis” - a statistical approach gener- 
ally used to determine the efficacy of 
medical treatments - in order to reach 
what Gross describes as the most accurate 
estimate to date of the number of folks 
wrongly sentenced to death across the 
nation. Necessarily among that group, the 
authors note, are those who have been 
wrongly executed. 

The rate of exoneration among those sen- 
tenced to death in the U.S. is higher than 
for any other category of conviction, reads 
the study - death sentences account for 
“less than one-tenth of 1% of prison sen- 
tences in the United States, but they 
accounted for about 12% of known exonera- 
tions of innocent defendants from 1989 
through early 2012, a disproportion of more 
than 130 to 1.” That rate is so high, the 
researchers say, precisely because the 
cases of inmates facing imminent execu- 
tion are subjected to multiple layers of 
review. A discrete number of death sen- 
tences imposed between 1973 and 2004 
(7,482) and exonerations that came from 
case reviews begun during that time peri- 
od, while the defendants were still under 
“threat of execution” (107), provided the 
researchers the framework to conclude that 
at least 4.1% of defendants are erroneously 
sentenced to death. 

Indeed, Gross and colleagues write that 
this number does not represent the num- 
ber of wrongful convictions within the 
larger criminal justice system. The rate of 
false conviction is often described “as a 
“dark figure” - an important measure of 
the performance of the criminal justice 
system that is “not merely unknown but 
unknowable,” reads the report. That is in 
part because so many criminal convic- 
tions are never scrutinized - including 
many of the approximately 95% of all felo- 
ny cases that are resolved by plea bargain, 
and the nearly 36% of all death sentences 
within the study period that involved a 
defendant being removed from death row, 
but not exonerated (for example, juvenile 
defendants removed from death rows 
after the Supreme Court concluded in 
2005 that the execution of juveniles is con- 
stitutionally barred). 

“This [4.1%] estimate can’t be generalized 
to other crimes,” said Gross. “My view is 
that it makes you concerned about [wrong- 
ful convictions for] other serious violent 
crimes.” That percentage “could be higher, 
could be lower. We don’t know and we can’t 
say,” he said. “It is not [an] insignificant 
[question], and it is something to be con- 
cerned about.” - Jordan Smith

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The Road to 10-1 ... Is Getting Crowded 


As May money season nears, candidates blossom

No, the list of candidates for the new 10-1 
City Council isn’t as crowded as 1-35 rush 
hour - it’s just starting to look that way. The 
number of candidates who have filed cam- 
paign treasurer designations with the City 
Clerk - the first official step toward formal 
candidacy - hit 40 as of Monday morning, 
and the overall list of candidates “seriously 
considering” a run continues climbing. For 
the mayoral race alone, there are now offi- 
cially four - possibly five - candidates in the 
mix, and another 50 or more gathering 
around the district campfires. 

We offer in these pages a first full over- 
view of the 10-1 candidates and districts, 
hoping to provide some sense of the overall 
campaign landscape. It’s certainly true that 
each of the 10 districts is more comprehen- 
sible than a city of more than 800,000 peo- 
ple; at the same time, a district of 80,000 is a 
small city in itself. We hope that these brief 
demographic and geographic breakdowns 
help readers (and prospective voters) get a 
more precise sense of where they fit into 
the overall dynamic Austin tapestry. 

As for the candidates, the mayor’s race 
offers a snapshot of the range of the entire 
group: a prominent attorney, an incumbent 
council member and former firefighter, a 
musician and businessman, and an airline 
mechanic/businessman - with another 
council member/CPA potentially in the 
wings. There’s an even greater range among 
the more than 50 potential Council candi- 
dates, though it’s worth noting early that 
they’re somewhat unevenly bunched. Some 


districts are drawing a large group of com- 
petitors, others (e.g., District 2) remain sur- 
prisingly thin. 

But it’s still early, and the fields remain 
wide open. There’s been a flurry of treasur- 
er filings of late, probably related to the fact 
that the “money season” - when candidates 
can begin soliciting and spending other 
people’s money - begins May 8, 180 days 
out from the Nov. 4 election. (We had earlier 
reported May 4 in error; apologies to all 
concerned.) And make no mistake - it takes 
money to underwrite a successful political 
campaign, even under Austin’s restrictive 
campaign finance laws. There is also a flur- 
ry of “campaign kickoffs” in the next few 
weeks; look to your district candidates to let 
you know when you can meet and greet 
your would-be municipal representatives. 

The actual filing period is quite a ways off 
- July 21 to August 18 - and Oct. 20 marks 
the first day of in-person early voting. The 
candidate landscape is likely to change 
quite a bit between now and August, and 
we’ll try valiantly to keep you updated. But 
all in all, the new City Council era is offer- 
ing an early explosion of public interest, 
and we certainly hope it will continue into 
the November (and likely December) voting 
booths. One more thing: If you’re uncertain 
which Council district you live in, the city’s 
10-1 web site (www.austintexas.gov/department/10- 
one) offers a “Lookup Map” - plug in your 
street address and get an instant answer. 

Remember: It’s your City Council! ■

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Musicians of Behavior 


There is a Celtic proverb that Gioia 
Timpanelli likes to quote: “The most beau- 
tiful music is the music of what happens.” 
You can follow that sentence down many 
paths, and what you find will depend on the 
breadth of how you define beauty. For me, 
tonight, I think of Timpanelli’s sentence 
because it ignited my first direct connection 
between music and behavior, that is: behav- 
ior as a kind of music. 

And I went straight to: 

Actors. Actors are musicians of behavior. 
They play the music of behavior. Actors are 
their own instruments and each actor is a 
different instrument, playing the music of 
behavior on the particular range of that 
instrument with the particular proficiency 
of that actor. Any script can be played in 
many ways and can make many different 
kinds of behavioral music. 

For instance, the character actor Charles 
Durning, who died on Christmas Eve at the 
age of 89: Again and again, he was a real toad 
in an imaginary garden - that is how the poet 
Marianne Moore might put it, for her poems 
were “imaginary gardens with real toads in 
them.” Durning is a prime example of an 
actor who grasped his range of behavior with 
a powerful understanding, and could play 
the instrument of himself wonderfully. 

Watch the 2004 NCIS episode, “Call of 
Silence.” Durning plays Ernie Yost, a World 
War II combat veteran who descends into a 
PTSD breakdown after the death of his 


wife. The actor was 81 and plainly ailing. As 
a boy of 21, Durning hit the beach at 
Normandy on D-Day. In the next months he 
was wounded three times (meriting three 
Purple Hearts), and his valor earned him a 
Silver Star, a Bronze Star, and the French 
Legion of Honor. Durning never traded on 
that. When asked to speak of his war experi- 
ences he said, “Too many bad memories. I 
don’t want you to see me cry.” But in this 
NCIS episode, Durning was given the shot 
to speak of the war through his art, and the 
music of his behavior is profound. It shakes 
you. And makes you proud. 

When Mark Harmon’s character, Leroy 
Jethro Gibbs, says, “This man stood tall in 
hell,” you don’t need to know Durning’ s 
backstory to feel the truth in the line. 
Harmon gives the line truth because it is, in 
fact, true. Most of all, you see Durning 
finally expressing, in his very presence, 
what happened. Corny plot devices, silly 
comic relief, and grotesque commercials 
can’t diminish the power of what Durning 
gives us. We don’t feel it as something arty 
or cerebral. We feel it as music: the direct 
force of behavior. 

NCIS again, from 2010, the episode titled 
“Mother’s Day.” The guest actress was 
Gena Rowlands, 79 years old, the most 
original player of her generation, with a 
breathtaking range. Here she plays a 
woman who avenges her daughter’s death 
by seducing one of the men responsible and

shooting him in cold blood as he’s about to 
propose marriage. She’s believable beyond 
doubt. Corny plot devices and insulting 
commercials go by unnoticed because what 
makes the screen glow is Gena Rowlands 
orchestrating a music of herself, of her 
behavior, to demonstrate the permanence 
and potency of deep emotions in those who 
are deeply alive. 

Orchestration: The Canadian actress 
Tatiana Maslany, a small dark force of 
nature, plays many roles in the Canadian TV 
production, Orphan Black: Sarah, Helena, 
Cassima, Beth, Rachel, a dead German 
whose name I’ve forgotten, and several more 
- often three Maslany s are on screen at once, 
talking to one another. But you’re sucked 
into the story and you forget that nothing of 
this scope has been attempted by any actress 
ever. Maslany speaks to Maslany s, kills a 
Maslany, watches a Maslany die. A dizzying 
juggling, not of identities only, but of the 
very concept of identity. 

David Thomson said it: “Why do we go to 
the cinema, sit in the dark before over- 
whelming fantasies that appear real? To 
share in these plastic movements, to change 
our own lives, to encourage the profound 
spiritual notion of our flexible identity.” 

Now that there’s Netflix, Hulu, DVDs, 
Blu-rays, we can pretend we’re not 
sitting in the dark, but our liv- 
ing rooms and bedrooms are 
as dark as anywhere, and, 
in those rare moments 
when we’re honest, we 
know it. In our bedroom 
or living room - those I 
intimate spaces where 
we make and/or ruin our 
lives - we watch the 
screen and expose our- 
selves to the profound 
notion of our flexible identi- 
ty. Are you who you believe you 
are? Are you really? 

Tatiana Maslany, whom you wouldn’t 
necessarily notice if she passed you on the 
street, fascinates because she’s playing a 
music you’ve never heard - a music that, if 
you step back and consider, challenges your 
right to say “I.” 

Bette Davis did the same, but in different 
pictures over six decades. 

So did Alec Guinness, and he did it 
uncannily. Alec Guinness shows up on the 
screen and, without saying a word or mov- 
ing a muscle, he conveys the entire psychol- 
ogy of his role, be it a benighted rural priest 
in Monsignor Quixote, a master spy in 
Smiley’s People, or a soldier deeply in deni- 
al in The Bridge on the River Kwai. Guinness 
gives you orchestrated character sonatas by 
merely showing up. How he did that, I 
wouldn’t dare speculate. 

Humphrey Bogart did it, too. 

So does Jennifer Lawrence. She has 
only to cast her glance - be it in Winter’s 
Bone, The Hunger Games, or American 
Hustle - and she transmits a music we 
have not yet heard: The impression she 
makes is so open-ended, yet so definite. 
We know her and we do not. No actress but 
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Greta Garbo has ever done that, and Garbo 
did it in a different key. Garbo played a 
music of the Twenties and Thirties; 
Lawrence plays a key without nomencla- 
ture, untied to any time. Perhaps her 
screen power is that, moment by moment, 
you feel you understand her - but if you 
step back a bit you can’t tie her down. 

Other musicians of behavior perform 
the way Billie Holiday sang. Holiday had 
an extremely limited vocal range, but, 
within that range, she found unexpected 
shades, tinges, nuances, and grace notes 
never before heard, to create a profound 
music that belies the simplicity of her 
songs. John Wayne, Robert Mitchum, and 
Audrey Hepburn - they did the same 
thing onscreen. 

And then there are the bravura virtuosos: 
Marlon Brando, Meryl Streep, Robert De 
Niro, James Dean, Cate Blanchett, Daniel 
Day-Lewis, Katharine Hepburn, Helen 
Mirren, Laurence Olivier - though often, 
with such actors, we marvel at how well 
they play rather than the worthiness of 
their music. 

And then there are those who are, as 
Duke Ellington would say, beyond catego- 
ry, like Montgomery Clift and Marilyn 
Monroe - they just are. They are their 
music. And they leave you to deal 
with that. 

Silent cinema was a 
stark music of behavior, 
extraordinarily eloquent. 
The likes of Mabel 
Normand, Lillian Gish, 
Harry Carey, and Lon 
Chaney are mostly for- 
gotten, but the icon of 
Charles Chaplin’s 
Tramp has been with us 
for a century, because, as 
Robert Payne wrote, 
“Charlie [represented] to such 
an extraordinary degree the whole 
human race.” Chaplin’s is the purest music 
of behavior imaginable. 

In truly great films - I’ll reel off the first 
few that come to mind: Wings of Desire, A 
Woman Under the Influence, La Strada, The 
Wild Bunch, His Girl Friday - directors 
achieve an ensemble behavior of counter- 
pointed performances to create a shared 
sense of experience and of possibility that 
exists in only that film and is the signature 
of its greatness. 

I find that is true now less and less in 
feature films and more and more on televi- 
sion, as in Justified, The Americans, Mad 
Men, Doctor Who, and Borgen. In the recent 
Star Trek prequels, an ensemble perfor- 
mance of five decades ago is imitated and 
re-created - a recognition that it takes sev- 
eral distinct instruments, each played in a 
precise range, for the Star Trek experience 
to exist. 

And then there is that consummate musi- 
cian of behavior, James Cagney, who gave 
the best one-line acting lesson extant: “You 
walk in, plant yourself squarely on both 
feet, look the other fella in the eye, and tell 
the truth.” ■

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‘War Horse’ 

AN INANIMATE STEED OF ALUMINUM AND CANE 
HANDSPRINGS TO LIFE IN THIS AWARD-WINNING PLAY 


The thing is, you can see the people 
manipulating the horse - two standing 
inside the “body” of the beast, their 
legs always visible below its torso, 
between the front and back legs; the 
third not even partially obscured as they 
are but always standing in plain sight by 
the animal’s head, where you see him 
moving it with his hand and a rod that 
connects to the back of its skull. 

They’re there, all right, but it doesn't 
matter. Once the puppeteers begin 
working that life-sized structure of cane, 
aluminum, wire, and plastic, lifting and 
lowering its hooves, flicking its fabric 
tail, shaking its massive head, pricking 
its ears - every movement so painstak- 
ingly modeled on actual equine behavior 
- that horse comes alive before you. 

The fact that the humans are connected 
becomes irrelevant; a fourth presence 
is with them, an independent, animated, 
animal presence. 

That “disappearing act” is something 
that Basil Jones and Adrian Kohler, 
founders of the Handspring Puppet 
Company, are “deeply proud of” with 
regard to their work on War Horse. The 
two had been making sophisticated 
puppet theatre in South Africa for more 
than a quarter-century when they were 
offered the opportunity to collaborate 
on the National Theatre of Great 
Britain’s adaptation of the Michael 
Morpurgo novel. It was a demanding 


assignment, given that the story takes 
its titular creature from an English farm 
to the battlefields of World War I, where 
it confronts enemy soldiers, barbed 
wire, and even a tank. Moreover, the 
horse, Joey, is present in nearly every 
scene and to convey the depth of Joey’s 
bond with Albert, the farmboy who cares 
for him, having Albert ride Joey was 
vital. But as Kohler and Jones explained 
in a 2011 TED talk, having already 
developed a series of complicated ani- 
mal puppets - a hyena for Faustus in 
Africa, a life-sized giraffe for Tall Horse - 
gave them a leg up on the problem, so 
to speak. Working with Thys Stander, 
Handspring’s chief puppetmaker, they 
came up with the relatively lightweight 
framework - roughly 65-90 pounds - 
and the system of levers and pulleys 
that allowed enough range of motion for 
puppeteers to mimic a horse’s moves. 
Intense study of horses on film and in 
person helped them make those moves 
mesmerizingly lifelike. 

Anyone thinking they can skip the 
stage version because they saw Steven 
Spielberg’s 2011 film should think 
again. The difference between that treat- 
ment of the material and this is the dif- 
ference between the screen version of 
The Lion King and its Broadway counter- 
part; the former is a cinematic 
approach, while the latter takes full 
advantage of theatricality to tell the tale.

JILL SCHROEDER’S ART SPACE ENDS 
HIATUS, REOPENS IN BIGGER DIGS ON 
EAST CESAR CHAVEZ 


As Julie Taymor did with the Disney 
musical, stage directors Marianne Elliott 
and Tom Morris did with War Horse, 
employing some of theatre’s , 
most ancient and artificial 
devices with no effort to hide 
or disguise them from the 
audience. They embrace the 
theatricality of the puppets, 
and the result is, in the words 
of the New York Times’ Ben 
Brantley, “ineffably theatrical 
magic.” Having seen the pro- 
duction in London five years 
ago, I have to agree. This show 
works some powerful enchant- 
ment, investing this inanimate 
creature with so much life and 
reality that you come to care 
more deeply for it than for 
some of the humans onstage. 

What might be simply another 
variation on the familiar boy- 
meets-animal, boy-1 oses-ani- 
mal, boy-gets-animal-back tale 
is imbued with wonder, making 
it thrilling and moving in unex- 
pected and memorable ways. See for 
yourself, because this strikes me as 
one of those instances where seeing is 
believing. - Robert Faires

grayDUCK Gallery, which closed its original venue off South 
First last December, is finally reopening on East Cesar Chavez 
this weekend. 

“It took a lot longer than we’d thought,” says Jill Schroeder, 
owner and curator of the gallery that, in its earlier iteration, 
showcased excellent works by Megan Kimber, Hector Hernandez, 
William Hundley, John Mulvany, Cherie Weaver, the Sodalitas 
group, and so many others. “We wanted to open back in 
February, but we didn’t expect to do as much work as we wound 
up doing. Once we dug into the walls, we, ah, got a lot of sur- 
prises. And we’re going to build a deck for the street entrance, 
too - we had to demolish what was out there. The new one’s 
gonna be just one level, and we’re going to be doing that this 
weekend [the 26th of April], so that should be ready to go. But 
there’s a lot more left. We’ll probably still be working, putting the 
last layer of paint on, half an hour before the opening.” 

The inaugural exhibition for the new space is a solo show 
by San Antonio’s Leigh Anne Lester, inspired by genetic modi- 
fication and featuring detailed representations of plant spe- 
cies, and the artist’s colorful array of layered drawings and 
wall installations look to be impressive enough to match 
grayDUCK’s new and improved digs. 

“In my drawings,” notes Lester’s artist statement for the 
show, “I utilize historical botanicals on layers of semi-trans- 
parent drafting film with a botanical drawn on each layer ... 
Elements of each of the species mix and tangle their visual 
attributes, intermingling disparate species of flora much like 
a palimpsest with divergent layers and characteristics percep- 
tible beneath the surface.” 

Much like language, we suggest, with its sometimes multi- 
ple connotations. So let’s be specific about the adjectives 
we’ve affixed to grayDUCK Gallery’s renascence here. 

“New” means, for instance, an entire room - with 17-and-a- 
half-foot ceilings - added on to what was the back of the for- 
mer residence. And “improved” 
means, among other things, cus- 
tom-made pocket doors that pull 
out of a section of the west wall 
and conceal the kitchen and bar 
during regular gallery hours, 
when those elements aren’t 
being used to enhance a recep- 
tion. Also, “We’re actually going 
to have a title wall for the first 
time!” says Schroeder with 
unabashed glee. This new venue 
boasts improvement in sheer 
floor area, too: The old grayDUCK 
was 1,300 square feet; this 
reborn ’DUCK, just a few blocks 
away from high-end pizza joint 
Bufalina, charts in at 1,500 with 
its combination of upgraded floor- 
boards and polished concrete. 
And of course, there are those 
tall, tall ceilings in the back. 

“We have a lot more wall 
space this time,” affirms 

Schroeder. “And it’s funny, because the first time Leigh 
Anne came in to see the space, she was like, ‘Holy crap, 
I’ve got a lot of work to do!”' 

And that work, we presume, will (like the interior of the 
elegant gallery itself) be fully finished in time for the opening 
reception for Lester’s “Venomous Cabbage and Other 
Demands Satisfied”: Friday, May 2, 6-10pm, at 2213 E. Cesar

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Fighting City Hall 

What began as a play for Austin by a Ukrainian writer 
has become a dispatch from the front lines of a war

We Austinites like to see ourselves as 
pretty engaged politically - all that activity 
with neighborhood associations, local long- 
range planning initiatives, city commis- 
sions, and the like, plus just generally work- 
ing to keep our town a blue dot in the field 
of red that is Texas. However, a look across 
the ocean at Kiev gives us a very different 
view of citizens’ political engagement. 
People taking to the streets in the hundreds 
of thousands to protest their government, 
occupying their city hall for more than two 
months, facing snipers and riot police and 
beating them back, and ultimately forcing 
the ouster of their country’s corrupt presi- 
dent. It’s a world away from ours. 

But those worlds come crashing together 
this week in Dulcey and Roxy at City Hall, 
a new play in which a Ukrainian visiting 
Austin issues a warning about our broken 
political system. The notion of a Kiev native 
playing Cassandra in the land of armadillos 
and breakfast tacos may sound unlikely, 
but it springs from the reality of its author 
being a Ukrainian who’s visited Austin and 
found an audience for his plays here. 
Maksym Kurochkin, one of the most inven- 
tive writers in the modern Russian theatre, 
was brought to town by Graham Schmidt, a 
director who’s such an enthusiast for 
Russian dramas that he not only started a 
company so he could mount them in Austin 
(Breaking String Theater, named for that 
distinctive sound in Act II of Chekhov’s The 
Cherry Orchard ) but also founded a New 
Russian Drama Festival to hook more locals 


on the talents currently tearing up Moscow’s 
stages. As featured playwright for the 2012 
festival, Kurochkin was flown here and 
treated to staged readings of two of his 
plays, as well as a full production of a third, 
The Schooling of Bento Bonchev. Austin’s 
response to Kurochkin’s work was so strong 
that before the year was out, Schmidt had 
mounted a full staging of the playwright’s 
Vodka, Fucking, and Television. Then, 
because of that and 
Kurochkin’s feeling that 
both the artists and audi- 
ences in Austin “got” his 
work, Schmidt commis- 
sioned Kurochkin to write a 
play to be premiered here, 
the only requirement being 
that it “be inspired by, or 
concern, Austin.” 

From that came Dulcey and Roxy, which 
had its first breath of life last September in 
a reading at the 2013 Lyubimovka 
Playwrighting Festival in Moscow. 
According to Schmidt, that initial draft 
seemed to mock Austinites’ pride in their 
city and progressive reputation, undercut- 
ting them with corruption in the mayor’s 
office and a dysfunctional city council. The 
visitor, Vadim, seeks “to save Austinites 
from themselves and redeem civic life, 
which the Ukrainian complains has been 
lost where he’s come from.” 

Now, lest you get all het up over this out- 
sider trashing our Eden-on-the-Colorado,

play “has little in common with Austin. ... 
It’s more likely an imaginary place, some- 
thing rather fantastic,” he adds. “I have no 
particular deep knowledge of Austin or 
how its political system is structured. I pur- 
posefully did nothing to mask my lack of 
knowledge, making that one of the irritants 
of the play. I want the spectator to experi- 
ence inner protest, I want people to say all 
the time, ‘That’s all wrong, this guy doesn’t 
understand a thing.’ But by the end, despite 
this negation, I want people to experience a 
£ connection to the tale that the play tells.” 

* In truth, Kurochkin’s play had more to do 
m with his homeland than any place in Texas. 
^ Even before his November trip to Austin to 
° workshop the play, the political situation in 
5 Ukraine was roiling. Two weeks after 
z Dulcey and Roxy’s first reading here, the 
» trigger for the crisis there was pulled: 
™ Ukraine’s president, Viktor Yanukovych, 
J suspended talks with the European Union 
z over a trade agreement to pursue closer ties 
with Russia. This pivot toward Putin sent 
masses of protesters into the streets of Kiev, 
first 100,000, then 300,000, and in mid- 
December, 800,000. In January, Kurochkin 
had to see for himself what was happening 
and went to Kiev. Inspired by acts of cour- 
age he witnessed on the Maidan - 
Independence Square - Kurochkin revisit- 
ed Dulcey and Roxy in early February. But 
rather than rewrite the workshopped mate- 
rial, he just added to it: 25 pages in which 
the Austinites have taken their Ukrainian 
prophet’s advice and, says Schmidt, “begun 
dismantling their city, erecting barricades, 
and creating a sort of permanent revolution 
in the style of Kiev’s protesters.” But Vadim 
returns and tells the Austinites that he 
made a mistake and that “his faith in 
Austinites and Ukrainians has been 
redeemed because he’s seen the strength of 


the Ukrainian people.” (Kurochkin also 
added a monologue by himself, the Author, 
describing the violent attacks on the Kiev 
protesters and their inspiring uprising 
against Yanukovych.) 

In sending the new material to Schmidt, 
Kurochkin explained that the first part of 
the play had been written by “a heartbroken 
and cynical man.” The second part, though, 
was written by “somebody who felt inspired 
by what he saw.” He didn’t want to revise 
the first part, preferring to write new mate- 
rial that reflected his thoughts on Ukraine. 

“It was important for me to preserve the 
‘layered’ character of the play’s develop- 


ment,” Kurochkin wrote in an email. “It was 
important for me to freeze in place my lack 
of knowledge of the future. And the sensa- 
tion of a world that is perched on the verge 
of change, one that is shrinking, is pregnant 
with something new and frightening, and 
is, at the same time, beautiful. I now know 
more than I did a year ago. But I fought the 
temptation to ‘correct’ the characters’ 
behavior to make the play more timely. 
Better it remain clumsy and incomplete. 
But it retains the inner despair of a person 
who understands that the world, to which 
he is accustomed, is coming to an end. One 
of my tasks was to share that sensation with 
people whose world will not change soon. 
That’s naive, but this is a naive play.” 

It’s also a remarkable play in its intersec- 
tion with the crisis in Ukraine, says John 
Freedman, an American who has been cov- 
ering Russian theatre for The Moscow 
Times since 1992, written about Kurochkin 
extensively (most recently, just last week), 
and translated several of his plays into 
English. He’s the translator for Dulcey and 
Roxy as well, and although he’s grown 
accustomed to the playwright’s ability to 
surprise him - “Almost every play Max 
sends me looks like nothing he has done 
before. He has an extraordinary ability to 
renew himself and strike out in unexpected 
directions, all the while building on past 
experience.” - this one threw him for a loop 
when he saw it. “It was like Max decided to 
pull out everything that anyone wants in 
and from a play, and left in everything that 
he alone wanted and knew was important to 
him. You feel the strong, certain hand of the 
playwright moving you and your reactions 
like chess pieces, but you don’t always 
understand why.” 

Somehow Kurochkin conjured in Austin a 
perceptive, even prescient image of what is 
occurring in Ukraine. “What’s fascinating is 
that this reflection or refraction - because it 
isn’t a mirror image - has revealed itself to 
go deeper than any of us on the inside real- 
ized at first,” Freedman writes. “I 
think Max may be more surprised 
than any of us. But when he realized 
he was echoing and responding to 
events in Ukraine, he went with it 
strong and sure. I think the connec- 
tions will be obvious in the thoughts 
and attitudes of the mysterious lead 
character. Two or three months ago, 
Vadim’s advice to build a city in a 
circular fashion, rather than radial, 
in order to protect it from invaders probably 
would have struck many as a WTF moment. 
Not any more, I don’t think!” 

Indeed, the developments in Ukraine and 
Russia since Kurochkin finished part two of 
Dulcey and Roxy have made the play even 
more notable from an international stand- 
point. He had written that before the bloodi- 
est confrontations between protesters and 
police in Kiev, Yanukovych’s vanishing act, 
the Crimean vote to rejoin Russia, and the 
takeover of government buildings in east- 
ern Ukraine by pro-Russian forces (and, 
some say, Russian forces). In recent weeks, 
tensions have also escalated within Russia, 


The notion of a Kiev native playing Cassandra 
in the land of armadillos and breakfast tacos 
may sound unlikely, but it springs from the 
reality of its author being a Ukrainian who’s 
found an audience for his plays in Austin. 
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between the government and artists. A new 
Russian Ministry of Culture document titled 
“Foundation of State Cultural Politics” 
states that art that doesn’t “contain spiritual 
and moral content, or which exerts a nega- 
tive influence on society” must not receive 
state funding and that “the state must sup- 
press negative impact on the public con- 
sciousness.” In that vein, an April issue of 
the Kultura newspaper contained a front- 
page attack on contemporary playwrights in 
Russia, one of whom was Kurochkin, 
bemoaning the fact that state funds “were 
spent on sleaze, obscenities, pornography, 
and on worthless shamanism disguised as 


innovation.” That may help explain why the 
Moscow Cultural Ministry froze all funds to 
support a festival of contemporary Russian 
drama being produced in D.C. by the Woolly 
Mammoth Theatre Company. (The move 
forced the festival’s cancellation.) These 
tensions were not in play when Dulcey and 
Roxy was first developed, but now the play 
has become a direct dispatch to our city 
from an artist on the front lines of this 
political battle. That’s made it all the more 
important for Austinites to hear. ■

There comes a moment in every 
Shakespeare production when the audience 
mind collectively shifts, when mental to-do 
lists drop away, plans for tomorrow are forgot- 
ten, and, most importantly, that niggling fear 
on the way in that one won’t “get” the play, 
that the old language will be a barrier, just 
melts away. 

In Present Company’s presentation of 
Much Ado About Nothing, the melting moment 
comes early on. You can feel the crowd lean 
forward, eager to grasp the plot, enraptured 


by the splendidly cast play. While director 
Lindsay Doleshal has chosen to stick closely 
to the original script, she also has fun throw- 
ing in some modern twists. These don’t rely 
on props and sets, both of which are stripped 
down to nearly nothing. Instead, there are 
asides to the audience and perfectly punctu- 
ated musical moments courtesy of the band 
the Wilhelm Scream (Clifton Tipton, Jason 
Silverberg, and Chris Itz) that take an already 
brilliant comedy and elevate it further. 

Much Ado is one of those oft-trotted-out 
Bill S. pieces, and even if you haven’t seen it 
as he wrote it, if you’ve ever seen a romantic 
comedy, you’ve pretty much seen this play. 

It’s an execution of the old Doth Protest Too 
Much taken to giddy extremes. Over here is 


Beatrice, played wonderfully by Stephanie 
Carll (also the show’s producer and company 
co-artistic director). And over there, Benedick, 
equally terrifically portrayed by Sam Grimes 
(also the show’s production manager). Bea 
and Ben are cut from the same cloth, though 
don’t tell them that. Each decries romance, 
belittles betrothed behavior as being for 
lesser beings, and - when sharing scenes - 
makes certain to cut the other down. 

Behind the scenes, though, their friends 
conspire to pull off the ultimate prank, 
tricking the Bs into believing each is most 
desired by the other. Naturally great hijinks, 
confusion, and mishaps follow. And for good 
measure, there’s a subplot big enough to 
be labeled a co-plot: Benedick’s colleague 
Claudio (Dan Dalbout) is smitten beyond 
smitten with Hero (Cassadie Petersen) until 
he, too, gets punked, and for more than a 
few moments, life ain’t too pretty for this 
starstruck pair. 

The production boasts so many exceptional 
moments. Mateo Barrera’s Balthazar brings 
down the house during a surprise moment 
of crooning. Jennifer Coy has a couple of 
show-stopping moments as she brings 
some great Cagney and Lacey- ness to her 
role of Dogberry the master constable. Ky 
Cleveland demonstrates wonderful physical 
comedy skills playing both Borachio and 
the Rabbi. And as Hero’s father, Leonato, 
Lowell Bartholomee is especially funny as 
he attempts to follow instructions to con- 
vince Benedick of Beatrice’s love. 

Of special note: Take a moment now and 
again to check out the audience during the 
show. This family-friendly event draws in 
viewers of all ages, and to the tremendous 
credit of Present Company, even the young- 
est kids out there are clearly spellbound, 
totally tapping into the Shakespeare.

‘Pat Snow: Monologue’

Everyone has a story to tell, but Pat 
Snow arguably just has better stories. It’s 
partly his excitement in the retelling: His 
tone denotes an inflection of “And then!” 
as he launches into the next tale. Many 
of his stories offer an unruly yet wholly 
endearing perspective on his hometown of 
Birmingham, Ala., and in large part this nos- 
talgia directs the exhibition “Monologue.” 

Big Medium’s gallery has been deco- 
rated with mementos of Snow’s past. 
Illustrative watercolor vignettes - quotes 
and quips spanning decades of Snow’s 
notebooks, which provided the source 
material - cover an entire wall. The vague 
statements, such as “Just livin’ the dream” 
and “Oh! Sweet nuthin’,” are meant to be 
stand-alone sentiments. Taken all together, 
though, they weave a narrative of personal 
highs and lows, uncertainty, and drive, told 
to its audience in soft wisps of gray and 
black on white paper.

Among the messages transmitted during Karen Sherman’s arresting 
One With Others was this: “Only poets have it worse than dancers.” In 
that case, Sherman and fellow performers Joanna 
Furnans and Don Mabley-Allen have it perhaps worst 
of all, as their brilliant articulation of the human 
experience was sheer poetry in motion. Incorporating 
text, narration, modern dance, and objets d’art, One 
With Others was a triumph on many fronts. 

A visual delight, the show was notable for its 
fabulous shadow play, and lighting designer Carrie 
Wood is to be applauded for her virtuosity. Wood 
does what all talented artists do: She uses the 
tools of her trade to go beyond the quotidian and 
the literal. Seeing Mabley-Allen’s shadow cast 
on two different surfaces at once, it was natural 
to meditate on the subject of duplicity. Indeed, 
what topic could be more germinal to the act of 
performance? As the poet Wallace Stevens noted, 

“Every man is like an actor’s trunk, full of strange 
creatures, new & old.” 

When Sherman used a steaming-hot iron to 
apply a transfer to a shirt she was wearing, it 
was an Iggy Pop razor blade moment - and also a painful reminder 
of a not-so-distant past when such appliances often tethered women 
to undesirable domestic situations. Here, X marked the spot on 
Sherman’s heart, but also on the performers’ hands - hands that

wanted to create art but were bound up in wooden contraptions that 
looked like flower presses. One imagines Renaissance sculptors like 
Michelangelo in a contemporary predicament: working on David in the 
wee hours after a shift at Home Depot. How does life in a post-patron 
world affect the artist and his or her work? 

There was a recurring motif of futility - arms flail- 
ing against vertical surfaces, dancers leading each 
o other around by their heads - yet the references 
* were ironic since this work was moving, potent, and 
SJ productive. One With Others was unquestionably 
o cerebral but also surprisingly funny. Sherman’s self- 
^ deprecating wit was endearing. Certainly one cannot 
> be one with others if one is determined to stand 
apart, perched upon a pedestal waiting for the 
throng of admirers to arrive with fragrant bouquets. 

“I hate Michael Douglas,” said Sherman during 
a particularly amusing scene in which she acknowl- 
edged that she was aping the actor’s turn in the 
film of A Chorus Line. “Who casts themselves as 
the person they hate?” Yet when all the world is 
our stage, we’re all guilty of just such a crime - at 
least on occasion. In this moment, audience and 
£ performer were simpatico. As a published poet, 
Sherman making reference to the bard’s plight was 
no doubt deeply personal, and, indeed, very little she said could be 
taken at face value. Her sophisticated use of language is what distin- 
guished this show and practically guarantees a broad appeal beyond 
the realms of theatre and dance. - Stacy Alexander Evans 





The interior gallery houses Snow’s larger 
works (rough, black and white pieces paint- 
ed directly on the walls) and some sculp- 
tural pieces. One painting tells of Snow 
being confronted about his faith at a drug- 
store while the portrait of a googly-eyed 
Jesus overlooks the hand-painted text. In 
another corner, a sizable stack of letters 
is housed in a wooden box. On further 
inspection, it’s clear that this is an exten- 
sive collection of rejection letters. They 
speak of grants never awarded, exhibitions 
passed over, positions not granted. “Yeah, 
I’ve had quite a few people tell me to get 
rid of those,” Snow says. “They ask, ‘When 
will you let that baggage go?’ They don’t 
understand how it’s funny,” ending with a 
laugh before launching into a notable tale 
about how the circle of rejection was much 
more exciting before the Internet. 

“Monologue” weaves a tale of not only 
the artist’s life but also his creative range. 
From prints to paints, sculpture to installa- 
tions, Snow seems comfortable switching 
between mediums almost on a whim - 
whatever strikes his fancy that day. Which 
launches Snow into an entirely different 
tale about how he procured much of the 
watercolor canvas for this particular exhibi- 
tion. And we’re off again, ever deeper into 
the “Monologue.”

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Are You There God? 
It’s Me, Vagina 

I almost didn’t recognize her. She showed 
up on my doorstep wearing something 
splashy and floral and unabashedly feminine. 

Unafraid of appearing frivolous, she seemed 
to dare me not to take her seriously, decked 
out in her cascade of blooming Technicolor. 

In a word, she was working it. 

I’m talking, of course, about the publica- 
tion formerly known as Vagina : : The Zine, 
which has recently taken its first step toward 
mature magazinity with a cover-to-cover make- 
over. Vagina, that humble little rag (if you’ll 
forgive the pun); that powerful organ (whoops) 
of the feminine voice; that lovingly tended 
lady-garden (oh well) of opinions, interviews, 
verse, and prose, has outgrown its hand-sta- 
pled origins and now flaunts its first profes- 
sional print job, complete with full color 
format and contributor pages. Girl, 
you’ll be a woman soon. 

Editor Hillary-Anne Crosby 
calls her adolescent brain- 
child a “maga*zine.” Crosby 
and I discussed Vagina’s 
three-year evolution as well 
as our own love-hate rela- 
tionship with magazines in 
her stylish-on-a-shoestring 
apartment in Eastside 
Commons, that way station for 
the recently graduated and wist- 
fully underemployed. Crosby’s dwell- 
ing is decorated with frilly aprons, bicy- 
cle racks, dried flowers, piles and piles of 
shoes, vintage copies of Anna Karenina, 
which she has read every year since she was 
14, and a giant placard bearing a stanza from 
the 16th century Italian poem “Mad Orlando.” 

One reason Crosby wants to keep Vagina 
quarterly is to avoid the pressures she associ- 
ates with monthly women’s magazines. “With 
12 issues, you have to keep it fresh, so 
there’s a lot of pressure to keep changing, as 
a reader. ‘Last year we said stripes are in; we 
can’t have stripes again this May.’ And readers 
are like, ‘Shoot, I still have my striped bathing 
suit from last year! They said we were over 
chevron, but my closet is full of chevron!”’ 

Crosby used to subscribe to Women's 
Health, but canceled after a cover model 
counseled readers to eat naked in order to 
shame themselves out of “bad” foods like 
fried chicken. This body-shaming bullshit is 
precisely what Crosby hates most about wom- 
en’s magazines, and why Vagina - not quite a 
fashion magazine and not quite a literary jour- 
nal, but often resembling a hybrid of the two - 
focuses on capturing the way women live now, 
rather than telling them how they should live. 

Feminist publishing guru Jane Pratt made a 
similar distinction in her introduction to the 
WORN Archive, the fabulous fashion antholo- 
gy from Toronto press Drawn & Quarterly 
with which I am currently obsessed. Pratt 
dubbed it “inspirational, not aspirational.” 

It’s not just Vagina that’s inspiring me this 
spring, though. Just as fall is the perfect time 
to celebrate fat deckle-edged hardbacks with 



marbled frontispieces, 
spring is the perfect time 
to celebrate ephemera. 

And the print revival in 
Austin has resulted in some 
truly indispensable ephemera. 
That may seem oxymoronic, but 
where content is more fleeting, 
form can take center stage. From the 
decadent 19th century Yellow Book to mod- 
ernist “little magazines” to The Believer, fla- 
grant literary fetishism has always thrived in 
the periodical format. 

The one-off Cafe Armageddon publica- 
tion Cynosure, created by the Chronicle’s 
own Wayne Alan Brenner (and with illustra- 
tions by our Creative Director Jason Stout), 
perfectly exemplifies this print paradox. 
Adorned with vials of dirt, envelopes of hair, 
hidden messages, and coffee rings real 
enough to buckle the page, Cynosure is a 
masterpiece of the momentary monumental, 
the enduring evanescent. 

Delighted by the bouquet of fresh Austin 
mags currently winning out over unread New 
Yorkers on my coffee table, I was inspired to 
take these brightly bound beauties outside for 
a high-fashion editorial shoot. I’m not saying 
these gorgeous unglossies aren’t beautiful on 
the inside, too. From the Roxane Gay inter- 
view in fields to the comix in Foxing 
Quarterly to Sheila Heti’s meditation on 
brain plasticity in the Austin Review, these 
mags have minds that matter. But sometimes 
you want to forget about their brains and just 
go ahead and objectify them. And since they’re 
already objects, you can do it guilt-free. ■

There are only around 20 craft chocolate makers in the United 
States, and Austin is lucky enough to claim one of them: Kiskadee 
Chocolates. Craft chocolate makers, like brewers of craft beer, 
carry out every step of the process personally, using time-honored 
methods to make small batches of superior product. To be called 
craft chocolate, the maker must start with the raw cacao beans 
and take them all the way to the finished product; craft chocolate 
is often marketed under the names “single-source” or “bean-to- 
bar.” The difference between a bar of 
craft chocolate and a Hershey’s bar is 
just as striking and undeniable as the 
difference between a can of Coors Light 
and a pint of Fireman’s 4. 

Kiskadee’s chocolate is made from La 
Red cacao beans grown in the 
Dominican Republic. The La Red bean has solid chocolate flavor, 
with notes of tamarind, caramel, and soft citrus. From your first 
bite or taste of a Kiskadee product, those La Red nuances are 
upfront - and delightful. The complexity of the layered chocolate 
flavors aren’t fragile whiffs to strain after; they are immediate, 
palate-forward, and frankly swoon-worthy. Laura Atlas, the maker 
of Kiskadee Chocolates, figured out quickly that her best market- 
ing campaign was to simply let people try her chocolate. 


Her first product was a European-style drinking chocolate, made 
simply from cacao nibs and organic sugar. European-style drinking 
chocolate has more chocolate and less sugar than typical 
American hot chocolate, and has a less watery texture. Kiskadee’s 
Drinking Chocolate ($10) was an immediate hit with shoppers at 
the Mueller Farmers’ Market, selling out nearly every Sunday. Atlas 
then branched out into Brewing Cacao ($10), a chocolate drink 
that is brewed like coffee, and finally into chocolate bars ($8). 

Kiskadee makes six different kinds of chocolate bar: Dark + 
Creamy (60% cacao); Dark + Bold (85% cacao); Fruity + Nutty 
(with pistachio and dried cherry); Salty + Nutty (sea salt and 
almond); Rich + Nibby (with cacao nibs); and Hot + Spicy (with 
cinnamon and cayenne). As might be expected, chocolate bars 
are the most popular form of chocolate, and sales really took off 
after Atlas introduced them. Her two newest products are single- 
source, organic hot fudge sauce and a Nutella-like hazelnut and 
chocolate spread. 

The steps involved in making Kiskadee’s craft chocolate are 
numerous. Atlas first picks through the fermented cacao beans, dis- 
carding any shriveled or discolored ones. Then the beans are roast- 
ed, which is done in a modified coffee roaster. The manner of roast- 
ing is a key part of the chocolate’s flavor profile, and it requires 
experience and skill to attain the perfect duration and temperature 
for any particular type of cacao bean. The beans are then cracked 
and winnowed, with the cacao husks being left behind or repur- 
posed, and the cacao nibs taken on to the next step - grinding. 

Because cacao nibs are 50-60% cocoa butter, when they are 
ground properly in a high-pressure grinder, they become a liquid 
called chocolate liquor. It takes two to three hours of grinding to 
bring the nibs to this state, and once that is done, the liquor 
must rest. When it has rested long enough, superfine organic 
sugar is added, and the mixture is ground again, this time for at 
least 24 hours. When there is absolutely no grittiness left in its 
texture, the chocolate is ready for conching. 

Conching is a process that lets some air into the mixture, 
which dramatically improves taste. When the conching process is 
over, the chocolate must rest again, this time for a few days. 
During this time, it becomes lighter and more crumbly. Then it is 
tempered, a process wherein the chocolate is heated, cooled, and 
heated again within very specific parameters. The tempering pro- 
cess is what gives finished chocolate its 
smooth, silky appearance and mouth- 
feel. It is then ready to be molded into 
Kiskadee’s bars and other products. 

Atlas manages to do every one of 
these processes on improvised and repur- 
posed equipment, by herself, in her home 
kitchen. Sales have been so robust, however, that she is currently 
seeking a commercial kitchen to allow her to expand: “It’s gotten to 
the point now that I can’t make it fast enough!” - Kate Thornberry

Austin Food & Wine Festival guests, entertaining 
visiting celebrity chefs in their restaurants, and offer- 
ing one another support and encouragement in the 
process. Take chef Philip Speer, for instance. As 
culinary director for the company that owns Uchi, 
Uchiko, and the forthcoming St. Philip, Speer start- 
ed the day early on Friday as host and master of cer- 
emonies of the third round of the Citywide 86’d 
competition, held in the cooking school at Central 
Market. After his hosting duties, Speer went on to 
represent Uchi/Uchiko at the Taste of Texas event 
that kicked off the AF&WF Friday night; all day 
Saturday, his was a familiar face on the fest grounds 
and on panels. Same with Paul Qui, Bryce 
Gilmore, David Bull, Vilma Mazaite, Allison 
Jenkins, Aaron Franklin, Janina O’Leary, David 
Alan - Austin’s best and brightest culinary stars were 
out in force demonstrating exactly why our food com- 
munity attracts regular national attention. The cama- 
raderie and sense of community was not lost on the 
visiting chefs, either. Both John Currence and 
Graham Elliot commented on the collegial atmo- 
sphere and pointed out that it’s not always evident 
in cities they visit on the celebrity festival circuit.

Changing the world - one beer at a time

The jester is nobody’s fool. Often 
dismissed as dim-witted and simple, the 
jester carries compelling historical and lit- 
erary significance. Just ask King Lear. 
Existing beyond societal norms and con- 
fines, the jester has the unique ability to 
criticize established power structures with 
little rebuke. It’s all in good fun, after all. 
Indeed, craft brewers who are more playful, 
artful, and creative are often said to collec- 
tively wear the beermaking crown. In the 
case of Jester King Brewery, the idea is to 
assume the crown. All hail the jester. 

In 2010, before the unofficial reign of 
Jester King began, the original founders 
and brothers behind the brewery, Jeff 
Stuffings and Michael Steffing, received a 
myriad of unsolicited advice about what it 
would take to be a successful brewery in 
Texas. Urged to produce a good amber, a 
blond, an IPA, a wheat, and a bock, Jester 


King paid no heed. Instead, the brewery 
decided to focus on wild ales and spontane- 
ously fermented beers, each brewed with a 
unique sense of place. According to Stuf- 
fings, creating beers specific to the region 
adds to the level of enjoyment - a mental 
aspect beyond the aroma and taste. For 
Jester King, that unique place is 18 minutes 
southwest of Downtown, just outside of the 
Austin city limits. 

On a scenic four acres of a 200-acre 
ranch that also houses Stanley’s Farm- 
house Pizza, the brewery utilizes mineral- 
rich well water which influences mashing, 
yeast behavior, and virtually every aspect 
of the brewing process. Additionally, local- 
ly grown and malted grains and native 
wild yeast are employed to create beers 
that, like their adopted mascot, the Satyr, 
exist among the fringes. From its incep- 
tion, the brewery thrived by eschewing the 


conventional brewing process as it is wide- 
ly practiced and embracing the more sub- 
versive and experimental. “We’re not liv- 
ing by these established rules that seem to 
exist. We’re existing here in the country- 
side making beers the way that we want to 
make them that are not in accordance with 
a lot of these pre-established brewing 
rules,” said the brewery’s resident philoso- 
pher, managing partner, and artisan of ales, 
Ron Extract. For Jester King, this is not 
only standard procedure, but a well-devised 
- if not unruly - art. 

Inspired by the Michigan-based Jolly 
Pumpkin and Belgian breweries such as De 
La Senne, Cantillon, and Fantome, Jester 
King’s primary focus is creating an excel- 
lent portfolio of wild beers, integrating 
techniques such as barrel aging and blend- 
ing. As a result, sometimes the beer is going 
to be bad. Inevitably, there will be complete 
batch failures. However, it’s all just part of 
the creative process. “Science isn’t really 
our strong suit, it’s really more of a sensory- 
based thing,” says Stuffings, unfazed. Such 
is the life of an artisan. Avant-garde and 
intellectual, there’s an element of whimsy 


woven through nearly every aspect of the 
brewery, from the house culture made from 
yeast captured from foraged flowers and 
berries to the award-winning labels created 
by label artist Josh Cockrell. Outcasts 
pulled from folk tales, literature, and the 
imagination of Cockrell, the art purpose- 
fully stands in stark contrast to the offen- 
sive and marginalizing marketing strate- 
gies employed by big brewers and some 
noted craft brewers. One would only have to 
look so far as the label for Mad Meg, a provi- 
sion ale. It features “Mad Meg,” a peasant 
woman derived from Flemish folklore, also 
known as “Dulle Griet” or “Dull Gret.” 
Blood-spattered and wielding a sword, Meg 
is leading an army of women to pillage hell. 
Then there’s Boxer’s Revenge, a barrel-aged 
wild ale that features Boxer from Orwell’s 
Animal Farm as an anarchic pugilist seek- 
ing retribution on his corporate masters. 
Each label, beautiful and sometimes haunt- 
ing, tells a tale. So does the beer. 

Set for a Memorial Day release is Encendia. 
The name, from the Spanish word meaning 
“to light,” is a dry, well-attenuated, farm- 
house ale brewed with agave nectar, 
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epazote, and ancho chiles, and aged in 
mezcal barrels from Oaxaca, Mexico. It’s 
made in collaboration with Kristina Bozic 
of West Lakeview Liquors in Chicago, 111.; 
her visage is subtly featured on the label. 
True to form, the attention to detail in 
every facet of Jester King’s beers is palpa- 
ble. Perhaps the best representation of this 
ideology is Noble King. Unfiltered, unpas- 
teurized, 100% naturally conditioned, and 
named for the wealth of organic noble hops 
used in the beer, the wild yeast characteris- 
tics from the native microflora shine. The 
locally malted grain and the use of well 
water converge to create a sense of place in 
the hoppy farmhouse ale. Says Extract, 
“We can make a perfectly good IPA using 
American ale yeast or British ale yeast and 
using whatever the new trendy hops are, 
but it’s going to be a lot like other IPAs out 
there. It may be slightly better executed, 
and it may be a really good example of that, 
but it’s not going to contribute materially 
to the world of beer. We have higher 
ambitions than that.” 

Undeniably, they do. Earlier this month, 
the Brewers Association awarded Jester 
King with the F.X. Matt Defense of the 
Small Brewing Industry Award for 2014. 
Named for the late F.X. Matt, a staunch 
defender of the small brewing industry, the 
award is given to breweries that actively 
champion the rights of craft brewers and 
the industry as a whole. Jester King 
received the award, at least in part, for the 
brewery’s activism during last legislative 
session, and for their winning lawsuit 
against the Texas Alcoholic Beverage Com- 
mission that saw reversals to Texas’ anti- 
quated beer laws. Always more work to be 
done: Jester King is already gearing up for 
its next battle - the legal right of brewers to 
receive compensation for their territorial 
distribution rights. 

Thoreau writes in Walden that we need 
the tonic of wildness. If there is such a rem- 
edy, Jester King embodies it. A literal force 
of nature, Jester King doesn’t just want to 
brew great beer, they want to change the 
world. Says Extract, “The way that we can 
make a big difference is to add something 
to the world of brewing, to make beers that 
will, in small ways, change people’s lives, 
that they’ll taste and find eye-opening, that 
we’ll create combinations of flavors they 
haven’t had before and that will really 
transport them to some place that maybe 
they’ve never been, or if they’ve come to 
visit us before, will help to bring them back. 
The best beers I’ve had in my lifetime have 
done that for me, and they’ve really made 
me stop for a moment and reflect on where 
I was and take it all in and to interrupt this 
desensitized mode that I might have been 
living in up to that point, and that’s what I 
hope our beers can do for people.” ■ 

Jester King Brewery is located at 13005 Fitz- 
hugh Road, off of U.S. 290 W., about 18 miles west 
of Downtown Austin. The tasting room is open 
4-10pm Friday, and noon-6pm Saturday and 
Sunday.

Desi-hot when you ask for it. Biryani refers 
to their most famous dish, a rice-based dish 
cooked dum-style, where the seasoned meat 
is topped with rice, sealed (traditionally 
with a coil of bread dough), and slowly 
steamed, increasing the absorption of aro- 
matic spices; Hyderabad biryanis are con- 
sidered the best of the subcontinent. 

Situated on the southeast corner of 
MoPac and Parmer, in the H-E-B-anchored 
strip center, the restaurant is comfortably 
refined inside, with umber walls, dark wood 
wainscoting, and contrasting tablecloths 
covered with glass, but you’ll feel comfort- 
able in shorts or a suit. Service is attentive 
and very helpful, unobtrusive and relaxed. 
For weekday lunch, they do a version of the 
thali platter, served on a compartmental- 
ized tray straight from Orange Is the New 
Black. The choice is vegetarian ($7.99) or 
non-vegetarian ($8.99), both including nine 
items each that change daily. The platter is 
a real gut-buster, with genuine flavors:

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tadka dal with mustard, garbanzos, and 
potatoes in tomato curry; cauliflower fritter 
and raita; roti and papadum; a wonderful 
vegetarian biryani; spicy lentil soup; crisp 
salad; and ripe papaya in mango pudding. 
All excellent, including the impeccably 
fresh, moist, and piquant Chilly Fish appe- 
tizer ($10.99) we got to go with it. 

For appetizers, we started with the 
famous Chicken 65 ($8.99), a dish of deli- 
ciously moist, crunchy, spicy cubes that are 
the ultimate aperitif; bad, because you can- 
not stop gorging on the generous pile of 
morsels. We also had an order of the cheese 
kulcha ($2.49), a quesadillalike cheese- and 
herb-stuffed naan bread from the tandoor, 
and then the ethereal Goat Chops of Heaven 
($11.99). A plate comes out with six tender, 
meaty, succulent goat rib chops that liter- 
ally melt in your mouth. The chops are 
coated in a sauce of curry leaves, onion, 
mint, and a piquant masala. We gnawed the 
bones raw. 

For entrees, we had the Hariyali chicken 
masala ($9.99), tandoor-grilled cubes of 
marinated and spice-coated chicken, on a 
sizzling platter with a bed of thin, caramel- 
izing onion slices. The chicken was well- 
spiced but a little overcooked (the sizzling 
platter contributed here), but I seldom get 
tandoor-cooked chicken at any Indian res- 
taurant that isn’t overcooked (a perfect dish 
to use boneless thighs, folks). The House 
Special Chicken Curry ($8.99) is tender 
chunks bathed in a rich, tangy tomato spice 
sauce of onion and curry leaf, with fennel, 
cardamom, and coriander. From the vege- 
tarian side of the menu, we went with the 
Malai Kofta ($8.99), three large, airy dump- 
lings of potato, cheese, and cashew nuts, 
swimming in a complex, spicy, tomato-tint- 
ed korma sauce of cream and cashews, 
onion, cumin, and turmeric; it’s a classic 
Mughlai special occasion dish. We also had 
the Bagara Baingan ($7.99), a classic Hyder- 
abad dish with chunks of eggplant braised 
in a lighter-colored, rich and creamy korma 
sauce with ground sesame seeds, peanuts, 
and coconut, with tamarind. Comparing the 
two korma sauces, the tastes were com- 
pletely different although they looked 
vaguely similar to the untrained eye, with 
the potato korma being more assertive. We 
topped that meal off with an order of the 
garlic-basil naan ($2.49), wonderfully 
charred flat bread coated with caramelized 
garlic paste and basil. The kitchen here 
does a magical job with all of the breads. 

Longtime pals Ajay Reddy and Ajay 
Kumar are the two Austin owners, who 
convinced the Houston group that the 
ATX was in need of some serious 
Hyderabad cuisine. The Ajays share duties 
helping manage the restaurant, not that 
Austin manager Venkat can’t handle the 
task, and the cooks get two months of ini- 
tial training in Houston to ensure consis- 
tency. Biryani Pot has excellent food 
served in comparably large portions; you 
get great value for your Indian food dollar. 
The service is impeccable, the space com- 
fortable, and the flavors authentic; what 
more could you ask for?

TISHUAN SCOTT CONNECTS THE DOTS BETWEEN NIETZSCHE AND HIS 
AWARD-WINNING TURN IN CIVIL WAR DRAMA ‘THE RETRIEVAL’

In the often thankless life of an actor, 
it’s a long way from making $35 a week 
as a theatre performer to traveling the 
world as an ambassador for a multiple 
award-winning indie movie. But eight 
years after graduating with an MFA in 
acting from UCLA, that’s the happy situ- 
ation Tishuan Scott now finds himself 
in, as the face of The Retrieval, Texas 
writer/director Chris Eska’s critically 
acclaimed second feature. The film, 
which is set on the outskirts of the 
American Civil War, had its world pre- 
miere at the 2013 South by Southwest 
Film Festival, where Scott won a jury 
prize for breakthrough performance; it 
opens theatrically in Austin on Friday. 

Scott plays Nate, a freed slave- 
turned-gravedigger who is coaxed back 
south by a young African-American boy 
named Will and Will’s duplicitous uncle 
Marcus on the orders of white bounty 
hunters searching for runaway slaves. 

At its heart, The Retrieval is about the 
psychological and emotional toll the 
institution of slavery took on everyone 
involved - the regret, betrayal, despair - 
and when Scott read the script, he 
knew he had to be involved. 

“I couldn’t believe my eyes when I 
was reading the script,” Scott says. “I 
never saw anything like this in cinema. 
This was way before Django Unchained 
and two years before 12 Years a Slave. I 
saw it and thought, This story hasn’t 
been told. It must be told. I have to be 


in this movie. I will be in the back- 
ground if I need to be.’” 

Scott is an actor with the soul of a 
philosopher, a social theorist, even a 
spiritualist, and while preparing for the 
role of Nate, he dove into the writings 
of his favorite authors to give his perfor- 
mance and the film a grander scope. 

Fie read W.E.B. Du Bois’ The Souls of 
Black Folk (“Du Bois was the salvation 
of my life,” Scott says) and the novels 
of Richard Wright. While browsing in a 
bookstore in one of the small East 
Texas towns the movie was being shot 
in, Scott came across a copy of William 
Styron’s historical novel 
The Confessions of Nat 
Turner, about a slave 
revolt in Virginia, and 
found himself flush with a 
sense of serendipity and 
purpose. “I thought to 
myself, This is Nat; I’m playing Nate,”’ 
he says. “‘I have to get this book.’” 
Scott also turned to the German 
philosopher Friedrich Nietzsche. 

“I love Thus Spoke Zarathustra ,” he 
says. “The first time I read it I knew he 
wrote it for me and that he knew I 
would read it. I feel like I am a 
Zarathustra, a superman, an overman, 
an ubermensch. It fit in perfectly with 
my understanding of history, of the trav- 
esties and travails of humanity. It’s so 
clear: Man, humanity, must evolve, or 
we’ll become extinct.” 


Scott found parallels between 
American slavery and Nietzsche’s grand 
philosophies, particularly in the charac- 
ter of the Pale Criminal, a murderer and 
a thief. “The Pale Criminal comes to 
steal, kill, and destroy,” he says. “The 
Pale Criminal wants to hide your shame, 
erase your history, your culture. Fie 
doesn’t just want to kill you; he wants 
you to never have existed. Du Bois 
called this ‘culling’: You eradicate them 
and cause them to become extinct. 

That way people don’t know their histo- 
ry; they can’t find it.” 

Looked at in that light, The 

Retrieval is an apt title for 
a movie about the institu- 
tion of American slavery - 
an attempt at reclaiming 
the darkest chapter of a 
beleaguered culture by 
acknowledging and accept- 
ing the darkness. 

“We’ve gotten so wrapped up in call- 
ing Africans who were enlisted ‘slaves,’” 
Scott says. “They weren’t slaves. They 
were actually people who had a connec- 
tion to a higher spiritual power before 
Christianity was forced upon them. They 
had their language stripped from 
them, their culture stripped from them 
- like the Pale Criminal aims to do. My 
hope is that The Retrieval will be part 
of a continuing attempt to keep our 
world and our universe moving in the 
right direction.” ■

The Pen May Be Mightier 
Than the Sword, 
but Sometimes it Makes 
You Want to Slit Your Wrists 

Federico Fellini was flummoxed. After the international 
acclaim that followed La Dolce Vita, he was unsure what to 
do next. What emerged from his creative restlessness and 
confusion was 8V2 (1963), a sprightly mix of Jungian 
dream, flashback, and nuts-and-bolts “let’s make a movie” 
procedural shaped by his own raw autobiography (the title 
tallies the six features and three shorts - or “halves” - 
that came prior). What Fellini couldn’t have known then was 
that 8V2 would influence multiple generations of filmmak- 
ers, many of whom were similarly confounded by a star- 
burst of early success and the crippling stress of high 
expectations that followed. 8V2 may be an intensely per- 
sonal work, but its truths are universal: It can be brutaliz- 
ing, isolating work, making art - but what comfort in know- 
ing others are just as embattled. 

The latest Austin Film Society Essential Cinema series, 
guest-curated by yours truly, opens with 8V2 and is followed 
by four films that further riff on creative block, frequently in 
direct homage to Fellini’s film: Paul Mazursky’s sweet, 
strange, hippie-in-Flollywood fantasia Alex in Wonderland 
(1970), a box office failure that (by the director’s own esti- 
mation) put the final nail in ailing MGM’s coffin; Woody 
Allen’s black-and-white, bleak, kind-of comedy Stardust 
Memories (1980); Bob Fosse’s surreal song-and-dancer, All 
That Jazz (1979), which I’ve alternately - affectionately! - 
come to think of as So Much Dexedrine; and writer Charlie 
Kaufman’s directorial debut, Synecdoche , New York (2008), 
about a playwright who struggles for decades to produce a 
single, definitive work of art. They’re all wonderfully weird 
movies, death-obsessed (all but one include the lead’s 
death, either real or fantasized) and admirably upfront 
about what torture it is, trying to wrestle the wild imagina- 
tion into neatly ordered words on a page, into pictures on 
a screen. - Kimberley Jones

Inside out with LGBTQ film showcases: 
aGLIFF/Polari and the OUTsider Fest

Six months have passed since opening 
night of the 26th season of the Austin Gay 
and Lesbian International Film Festival - 
redubbed Polari26 (aGLIFF/Polari) - last 
October, and to say a lot has happened in 
the Austin LGBTQ film and arts scene is an 
understatement as big as Texas. 

The usual suspects were in attendance on 
that chilly autumn night: pretty people, 
creatives, the well-heeled, film geeks, the 
intelligentsia. While words like “palpable,” 
“excitement,” and “buzz” often nail the vibe 
of film festival opening nights, this particu- 
lar evening was a far more intimate affair. 

As the large assemblage of LGBTQIA 
film fans filed into the rows at the packed 
Stateside at the Paramount theatre, friends 
popped up out of seats like so many Whac- 
a-Moles to greet friends old and new. Along 
with a few other local traditions - Pride, 
Queerbomb, the AIDS Walk - aGLIFF is an 
annual gay family reunion. 

Going on 17 

After the requisite “We’d like to thank 
the sponsors,” pre-show spiel, Artistic 
Director Curran Nault announced the 
renaming of the aGLIFF/Polari Audience 
Award for festival founder and longtime 
program director, Scott Dinger, who 
launched aGLIFF at the Dobie Theatre in 
1987. Nault got choked up as he talked 
about Dinger and gifted him with the origi- 
nal sign from the old aGLIFF office on 51st 
Street as a token of appreciation. 

Perhaps for the first time since Dinger 
left film programming in 2004, things 


seemed to come full circle - aGLIFF history 
felt as vital as its present. Honor felt as 
important as a packed house. One decade 
removed, this reverse torch-passing was not 
the first time Dinger had met the young 
programmer. And it wouldn’t be the last. 

“He had this passion for the festival,” Din- 
ger said about getting to know Nault during 
the lead-up to the festival’s 2013 season. “He 
wanted it to be the best it could be.” 


Nothing Gold Can Stay 

But less than two months after what 
many considered a banner year for pro- 
gramming, in early December 2013, Nault 
sent notice to colleagues that he’d resigned 
from aGLIFF/Polari. He assured them that 
he’d remain “very active in the LGBTQIA 
and film-festival worlds,” and hinted at 
“some exciting news.” 


Before the feel-good, no-fault “artistic dif- 
ferences” bromide from both sides could 
work its wonders, a Facebook page 
announced Nault’ s new gig: the OUTsider 
Film & Arts Festival, showcasing “LGBTQIA 
film and art via unique festival experiences” 
and slated for the strange pocket (as far as 
film festivals go) within February 2015. 

Little Son of a Gun 

As Nault and his partner, local film- 
maker PJ Raval, hustled at this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival, taking in films 
and spreading word of OUTsider, another 
programmer, Jim Brunzell III (also in 
Utah for the fest) saw a notice for a job in 
Austin. It was for Nault’s vacated position 
as program director at aGLIFF/Polari. 
Brunzell applied that next Sunday and got 
a callback on Tuesday. 

The native Midwesterner, with a resume 
boasting programming work for both the 
Minneapolis St. Paul International Film 
Festival (MSPIFF) and the music-centric 
Sound Unseen, had never been to Texas or 
South by Southwest. He arrived in Austin 
on March 2. 

Brunzell is one of those good-natured, 
friendly guys for whom the cliche “someone 
you’d like to sit and have a beer with” might 
have been invented. He shares big, deep 
dimples, a baby face, and what your mom 
would call “laughing” eyes with his dad - 
the retired professional wrestler “Jumpin’ 
Jim” Brunzell, one half of the Killer Bees 
tag-team during pro wrestling’s wonder 
years of the mid-Seventies to mid-Eighties. 

For the younger Brunzell, a steady diet 
of Disney classics and a chance encounter 
with Stand by Me at the tender age of 6 - 
“It wasn’t like anything I’d ever seen: 
swearing, violence, bad behavior all 
around” - hooked him. Later, he enrolled 
as a student at the University of Minnesota 
in 1997. Oak Street Cinema would become 
his neighborhood oasis; his intake of film 
began in earnest. 


Years after college, Brunzell was at a 
local festival screening and noticed that the 
guy selling tickets was the same guy intro- 
ducing the film . . . then running upstairs to 
operate the projector. The young film buff 
offered to help. On his first volunteer shift, 
Brunzell recalls, “I get there and find out 
that [this guy’s] buddy crashed his car on 
the way to the auditorium. The next day, 


the [same] guy opens the print for that day’s 
show, and it’s the wrong movie. So ... he 
left. He just walked out. AWOL. I had to 
manage the venue. This was my first expe- 
rience working at a film festival.” 

Eventually taking a staff position with 
the fest, Brunzell would earn the benefits of 
apprenticing under Midwest film fest 
greats, like MSPIFF’ s founder A1 Milgrom 
and programmer Adam Sekuler. Even the 
guy whose car was wrecked all those years 
before helped land Brunzell his most recent 
Minnesota gig, running Sound Unseen, 
where he was slotting rockumentaries like 
Anvil! Story of Anvil, Peaches Does Herself, 
The Ballad of Genesis and Lady Jay, and 
Don’t Stop Believin’: Everyman’s Journey. 

the Person in this 
Picture Is Really Me 

In late March, two months after the 
Facebook announcement of OUTsider, the 
official website appeared, hinting at the 
intended scope of the new fest and reveal- 
ing the group’s deepest asset: its personnel. 

OUTsider’s founders are a who’s who 
crew of local LGBTQ film scenesters: film- 
maker PJ Raval, film producer Annie Bush 
C Before You Know It, Raval’s latest docu- 
mentary), and previous aGLIFF/Polari 
board members and principals - perfor- 
mance artist/actor Paul Soileau, longtime 
aGLIFFer Bobette Mathis (1997 through 
2005), and aGLIFF founder and program- 
mer Scott Dinger. 

The 2013 aGLIFF season was instrumen- 
tal in bridging generations: Mathis and 
especially Dinger began to see, firsthand, 
the current crop of the gay film festival’s 
stewards in action. “I was very happy with 
what Curran programmed,” said Dinger. 
“That’s what got me re-engaged.” 

Nault also had the chance to see the drive 
and enthusiasm of Dinger and Mathis. 
“Scott had my position for the longest peri- 
od of anyone who’d ever had it,” Nault said, 


acknowledging the weird musical chairs of 
aGLIFF/Polari board members, program- 
mers, and executive directors through the 
years since Dinger’s departure. “I wanted 
someone to mentor me. Scott had expressed 
a lot of respect and admiration, which really 
blew me away. 

“Bobette created a video honoring Scott 
when he left aGLIFF in 2004,” said Nault. 
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So he asked her to pull together a similar 
tribute for 2013 and had a chance to witness 
her “boundless energy and enthusiasm.” 
Nault was so impressed with them both that 
he recommended them to the board. “It was 
a no-brainer.” 

“I filled out an application,” said Mathis. 
“But 10 years later, aGLIFF is a different ani- 
mal. Any roles that I would have liked to fill 
were filled. I didn’t want to try to fit myself 
into something that already felt put together.” 

As Nault started talking about cranking 
up something new, Dinger was already on 
board. Soon, Mathis followed suit. “The last 
time I blindly followed a vision approved by 
Scott Dinger,” Mathis laughed, “it changed 
every part of my life. I’d be foolish to turn 
down a ride on that train. 

In their website launch, OUTsider also 
revealed an advisory board: a veritable 
Austin queer creative brain trust, including 
Madge Darlington (Rude Mechanicals), 
Daniel Alexander Jones (performance art- 
ist), Ron Berry (Fusebox), Chale Nafus 
(Austin Film Society), Sandra Martinez 
(aGLIFF, Project Transitions, Chances), 
and many, many more. 

“On nonprofit boards, when magic hap- 
pens, you can’t create it,” said Mathis. 

He Sure Put things 
Into Words Good 

“The film programmers who came after 
me had a tough job,” said Dinger. “The fes- 
tival went through some pains. The pro- 
gramming at some points took a backseat. 

“But you have to pay for the festival,” 
Dinger acknowledged. “Sponsors pay for a 
lot of this. And sometimes, the more they 
get, the more they want.” With large spon- 
sors, programmers sometimes become bur- 
dened with concerns about demographics, 
what the sponsors want, and playing to an 
audience, Dinger said. 

Yet during his years shepherding 
aGLIFF, Dinger never experienced push- 


back from any sponsors or found it to be an 
ongoing problem. “It was more internal 
pressure about ways to sell to sponsors,” he 
said. “I think it’s a perceived pressure - 
chasing the bucks.” 

No Jazz Before a Rumble 

Speaking of bucks: Does the presence of 
aGLIFF/Polari and OUTsider mean that 


Austin is swimming in queer-art riches? Or 
will it thin out much-needed resources? Is 
Austin big enough to sustain two fests 
focused on LGBTQ film? 

Executive director of aGLIFF/Polari 
Aaron Yeats says, “Why not? The city’s big 
enough.” He sees coexistence between the 
festivals. “February and September: 
They’re complementary and far enough 
apart.” He was quick to point out that Polari 
represents more than just the film festival. 
“Our Queer Youth Media Project is doubling 
the number of students this year. And our 
summer Family Screening Program revisits 
cultural classics everyone can enjoy.” 

OUTsider’s Artistic Director Nault echoes 
the sentiment, “We do not want to be in 
competition.” He also notes that OUTsider’s 
distinction from other LGBTQ festivals is 
in intentionally mixing genres and not 
focusing on feature-length films. “In most 
fests, shorts are second-tier to features. 
We’re looking for [films not] being show- 
cased elsewhere.” 

There is also another queer festival to 
consider: The new StarGayZer Music Fest- 
ival happens at Carson Creek Ranch in East 
Austin atop some of the same dates as 
aGLIFF/Polari. “We had no idea,” said Brett 
Hornsby, StarGayZer’s founder, who 
assumed the film festival was still on the 
calendar for October. “We chose the specific 
weekend so that we wouldn’t conflict with a 
list of things: Splash, Pride. We certainly 
don’t want to compete, especially with any 
queer events.” 

Stick Together, 

Make Like Brothers 

“He’s far too humble,” Yeats said of new 
aGLIFF/Polari programmer Brunzell. “He 
recognizes good film. Unlike myself; I’m 
the base. I’ve attended aGLIFF since 1997, 
and so yes, it’s about playing to the sustain- 
able base, but also showing people things 
they haven’t seen and giving them some- 
thing they connect with.” 
Yeats, with his background 
in marketing, talks a lot 
about the base, which 
aGLIFF/Polari press info 
says is homosexual, male, 
Caucasian, and in the 
$50,000-99,000 demographic. 

The festival’s most excit- 
ing news, however, is its 
recent signing with Alamo 
5 South Lamar. The venue also 
z happens to be proximate to 
z aGLIFF/Polari’ s HQ reloca- 
m tion to Mercury Mambo 
g advertising agency, festival 
z sponsor and Yeats’ employer. 

Underneath All 
that Grease 

“Right now, there are no rules,” said 
Nault. “I’ve worked at festivals before, but 
I’ve never created a festival.” OUTsider’s 
multiarts approach seems to have more in 
common with a fringe fest than a traditional 
film festival. “We’ll have programs that 
combine music, film, dance, and poetry all 



in one event, but also schedule these pieces 
next door to each other. We really want a 
carnivalesque atmosphere.” 

According to Executive Director Annie 
Bush, “Finding a central location for all of 
this is really key - having a space where 
that cross-pollination between different art 
forms [can happen], and for the lovers of 
those different art forms.” OUTsider pro- 
poses bringing different artists and schol- 
ars from different disciplines to not only 
present finished works, said Bush, but to 
also come, be present, and create art during 
the festival, with plans for the audience to 
be a part of the mash-up, as well. 

We Like the Same Sunsets 

Bush is excited. OUTsider’s first-ever 
event, MayDayGayDay, “will show a lot of 
what we want to do.” Local artists known for 
a certain discipline will mix it up with unex- 
pected modes of expression: Austin Film 
Society honcho Chale Nafus will DJ his first- 
ever set, filmmaker PJ Raval will perform a 
dance number, musician Gretchen Phillips 
will show photography, and drag troupe Poo 
Poo Platter will butch it up. (See p.62 for 
more about the May 1 event.) “It’s a first 
taste of what we are,” said Bush. 

Stay Gold, Ponyboy 

Despite a long absence, Dinger still feels 
the pull. “aGLIFF is my baby. From the 
outside looking in, I’m excited that they’re 
bringing someone with such deep film 
background. I’m anxious to see what 
[Brunzell] is going to do. My hope is that 
they give him a lot of leeway. 

“My feeling about supporting the pro- 
grammer is this: You [the board] brought 
this person in; don’t put parameters on him. 
From what I see, this person knows what to 
do. Let the artistic person do what they do 
best, and don’t second-guess.” 

Scott Dinger feels good about the land- 
scape of queer cinema in Austin right now. 
“It could be an exciting time.” He feels good 
about the path he’s chosen, as well. ■

Few artists arrive without traveling quite 
as well as Loop. 

Starting in 1986, the British troupe 
evolved from a spacy garage band to a 
smoke-obscured, atmospheric monster 
that all but abandoned traditional song- 
smithery for tuneful stasis. A Gilded 
Eternity, the band’s 1990 masterpiece, 
remains a striking convergence of riff and 
drone that continues influencing mantra- 
minded musicians today. 

Loop split the following year due to pres- 
sures from an industry hostile to uncompro- 
mising, exploratory sounds. Bandleader 
Robert Hampson abandoned his guitar in 
favor of electronic sound composition, both 
as his next project Main and as a solo act. 
Fans believed his decades-long insistence 
that Loop would never reform. Then the A 
Gilded Eternity lineup did just that. 

“It was very difficult to even think about 
it. I really had distanced myself so far from 
it,” says Hampson from his hotel at the 
start of Loop’s first U.S. tour in 24 years. 
“But interesting things were being talked 
about. Mogwai were curating a really big 
festival in London and they wanted us 
play. After that, All Tomorrow’s Parties 
said, ‘Well, listen, if you seriously did do it, 
would you curate an ATP festival?’ It was

very weird, because suddenly - after years 
of a constant request stream coming in - it 
all suddenly amplified. I thought maybe 
I’m being too much of a stick in the mud, 
and should seriously think about reactivat- 
ing it to see what happens. 

“We’ve had a few trials and tribulations 
along the way. Being in a band is very dif- 
ficult. I don’t think people really appreciate 
how hard it is. All down the line, the ramifi- 
cations of even the slightest thing going 
wrong with logistics really can hamper you. 
So it’s a lot to take on, but I’ve not been one 
to run away from challenges.” 

Certainly it’s easier with a band going out 
solely on its own terms. 

“We’re not obliged to do anything we don’t 
want to do this time ’round,” agrees Hampson. 
“We don’t have any record company pressure 
or any sort of commitment to anything right 
now, except obviously turning up in the town 


and playing the show. That’s very simple to 
deal with - as long as the van works!” 

After two decades of not standing in front 
of an amplifier, how does it feel to strap on 
the ax again? 

“I’ve enjoyed it more than I anticipated,” 
he admits. “It was slightly difficult to come 
to terms with for a while, but it doesn’t take 
very long to fall back into old habits. I’m 
really enjoying it at the moment. It’s been 
really great to play those old songs again, 
and a lot of people seem to be really enjoy- 
ing it. Which is all you can ask for, really.” 
And Loop’s future? 

“I’m firmly sitting on the fence right now. 
We just have to see how it goes. We’ve only 
played about 13 shows together so far - it’s 
still very early days. But the energy is there, 
which I guess is the greatest contributing 
factor for other things to mature from that.

The veteran guitarist, singer, and rock 
& roll true believer pauses to consider the 
current resurgence of the Flamin’ 
Groovies, a scrappy cult combo he’s led in 
various incarnations since the mid Sixties, 
and which he’d laid to rest in the early 


Nineties. For starters, the group’s partici- 
pation in Psych Fest is ironic in light of

Action, Chris Wilson had replaced origi- 
nal frontman Roy Loney and they’d 
adopted a punchy jangle-pop sound. 

The current Groovies lineup - Jordan, 
Wilson, original bassist George 
Alexander, and new drummer Victor 
Penalosa - convened last year after 
Australia’s Hoodoo Gurus invited the 
band to join them on tour Down Under. 
Those shows were so well-received that 
the reunion continued with successful 
gigs in England, Japan, and America. 

“In the old days,” he says, “everything 
the Groovies did was kind of a struggle. 
Now people are coming to us. It defi- 
nitely feels like a vindication.” 

In addition to working on a new studio 
album, the foursome plans to follow its 
current U.S. tour with several weeks of 
dates in Spain and France, followed by 
more touring in America. 

“It feels like we’re back on track, so 
we’re just rolling with it,” Jordan asserts. 
“We’re gonna gig as much as we can and 
put out as much music as we can, and 
we’ll see how far it takes us.”

The Melbourne, Australia-based brain pokers revel in 
disregard for fidelity. If your neighbors dig Steely Dan, these extra- 
stubbly appendages of exploding bubblegum degradation are sure to 
elicit groans of disapproval. Oddments opens on a Casio horse stam- 
pede that gives way to a blaring Hollywood musical swatch and swirl- 
ing Hammond organ flashbacks. With its out-of-tune piano foundation, “Vegemite” hits like a 
sun-damaged Banana Splits outtake. “Hot Wax” couples incendiary harmonica with reverberant 
horror-film rattles and a sneering, pelvic riff. The whole package explodes like a carnival ride rife 
with soul-churning switchbacks for low-rent thrill-seekers.

Terakaft

Exiled from Northern Mali by civil unrest and an Islamist insurgency that effec- 
tively outlawed their music, desert blues troupe Terakaft brings its Saharan home- 
land to every performance. 

Terakaft means “caravan” in Tamasheq, one language spoken by the Tuareg peo- 
ple. Formed in 2001, their stylistic resemblance to Tinariwen is no accident. Guitarist 
Liya Ag Ablil, better known as Diara, co-founded the group in 1979. His nephew, 
guitarist Sanou Ag Ahmed, couldn’t help being influenced. 

“The first music I heard was traditional Tamasheq music,” writes Ahmed via an 
email translator. “Girls playing tinde [Tamasheq drums] with camels around. But in 
fact the first music that hit me was the music from Tinariwen.” 

Clean, hypnotic fluidity is the primary characteristic of 
his picking style. As Diara keeps the rhythm, Ahmed sum- 
mons evocative, full-bodied tones with no pedal trickery in 
sight. Call-and-response vocals delivered in steady cadence 
add to the mesmerizing atmosphere. Although it’s easy to 
draw a line from Terakaft to early electric blues, their music 
evolved without firsthand knowledge of the form. 

“We call our music assouf, which has a meaning that is 
not far from blues,” explains Ahmed. “But we never heard 
of American blues before. All the tapes that we could listen 
to in Africa were rather pop or reggae, or mainstream.” 

He also notes the influence of regional musical idioms. 
“Part of our music comes from the sound of electric gui- 
tar,” he says. “It sounds like blues, but another part is also 
coming from a northern part of our desert and could sound like Adalusian music.” 

Terakaft recently ventured to England’s Real World Studios with producer (and 
Robert Plant sideman) Justin Adams to begin work on a follow-up to 2012’s acclaimed 
Kel Tamasheq.

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Bombino Nomad (Nonesuch) 

The buoyant, Middle Eastern groove of Nomad’s lead track 
“Amidinine” breaks open with a sandstorm solo of triplets and 
hammer-ons, daring you to imagine a recording of Mark Knopfler 
plugged into Jack White’s amplifier - being played in reverse. The 
Tuareg guitarist took to a Psych Fest stage in 2012 wearing a teal 
dashiki, his long, skinny fingers dancing on his Stratocaster knock- 
off in a fierce drone of desert blues. On his second international 
release, the Saharan - real name Omara Moctar - teamed with Dan 
Auerbach, who eschewed cultural documentation in his production of Nomad. The Black Keys 
frontman effectively hi-fied the group, stereo-panning the percussion, blessing Bombino’s 
sunburnt Tamashek vocals with gratuitous echo, and allowing western instrumentation like 
pedal steel and Hammond organ into the mix. Those daring variances bring distinction to 
each track and, ultimately, result in a recording that outshines Bombino’s previous studio 
efforts. From the aforementioned solo to gentle, closing love song “Tamiditine,” Nomad stays 
captivating, riding constant highlights like the galloping, reverb-drenched female contempla- 
tion “Azamane Tiliade,” silky, mesmerizing desert poetry of “Her Tenere,” and the gorgeous, 
folk-pop vibrations of “Imidiwan.” Nomad is more than a beautiful offering for the world music 
crowd. It’s the defining work of a guitar hero. (Sat., 7pm, Reverberation Stage)

Arizona’s Destruction Unit 
gets a lot of credit for its 
ability to burn shit down. It’s 
understandable - turbine 
guitars, spiked drums, and 
backlit vocals - but there’s a hypnotic, almost 
soothing quality to the music. Deep Trip stands 
as the quartet’s first proper studio album 
after a litany of cassettes and singles, and it 
embraces the warm void more than ever before.

October’s As Plantas Que Curam rivals 
the former Aussie act’s breakout Lonerism in 
both quirky production tactics (rain forest wild- 
life on “Despreocupar” and “Cangao Perdida”) 
and a willingness to filter everything through 
fuzz (“Erre,” “Infinu”). Elsewhere, singer and 
multi-instrumentalist Fernando Almeida finds 
Sixties cheer on “Lucifernandis” and a subtle 
eeriness on “Eu Vou.” Then there’s “Paul,” a 
janky and idyllic three-minute rock nugget that 
sounds like Mitch Mitchell decided to back up 
George Harrison singing Portuguese. Like the 
language, it sounds smooth and natural even if 
you don’t understand what’s happening.

Paris’ Hunting and Wildlife Museum hosted, from April 1 to April 13, artist 
Abraham Poincheval’s real-time demonstration of “birth and rebirth” - his 
living completely inside a hollowed-out bear carcass the entire time, eating, 
drinking, reading, sleeping, and relieving himself (down the bear’s legs) before 
a live camera, with a viewing window for spectators. Poincheval, who in a 
previous installation lived for a while in a hole, likened the experience merely 
to the cramped quarters of astronauts. 


ALTER EGOS 

First-term U.S. Rep. Ted Yoho of Florida is 
already among the House’s most conserva- 
tive members, but his Republican primary 
challenger claims to be even more so - but 
with a quixotic, longtime hobby as a cos- 
tumed, role-playing “gamer.” Challenger Jake 
Rush (in his day job, a lawyer) portrays super- 
natural characters as a prominent member 
of the national Mind’s Eye Society and 
Florida’s Covenant of Poisoned Absinthe, 
including a vampire named “Chazz Darling,” 
who, according to a Yahoo message board, 
once left an explicit, body parts-bloodying 
threat to a role-player with whom he had 
been feuding. (The Florida political report 
SaintPetersBIog broke the story - and was 
quickly criticized, less by Rush’s political 
defenders than by the indignant “cosplay” 
community, feeling mocked.) 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

A scandal erupted in 2013 at Minot (N.D.) 
Air Force Base when missile-launch special- 
ists were charged with cheating on proficiency 
tests, but additional documents uncovered by 
the Associated Press in March 2014 show 
that the problem was worse than originally 
reported. The overall missile-launch program, 
run by “missileers,” was judged “substan- 
dard” - the equivalent of an F grade in school 
- and “rehabilitated” in the eyes of Air Force 
officers only because the 91st Missile Wing 
Command’s support staff (cooks, drivers, 
clerks, etc.) scored very high and brought the 
command’s overall performance to the equiva- 
lent of a D. 


The tax software company Vertex reported 
in March, via the Tax Foundation, that tax-hat- 
ing American states have somehow organized 
themselves into nearly 10,000 sales/use-tax 
jurisdictions with distinct rules, coverages, or 
exemptions. Ironically, states criticized as tax 
profligates sometimes have the simplest sys- 
tems (e.g., one set of rules covering the 
entire state, such as in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, and D.C.) while states regard- 
ed as refuges from intrusive government 
often have the most complicated (e.g., 310 
different jurisdictions in Utah, 587 in 
Oklahoma, 994 in Iowa and 1,515 in Texas). 

Formally asking a sweetheart to “please be 
my boyfriend/girlfriend” is said to be a tradi- 
tional romantic milestone in Japanese rela- 
tionships, and the town of Nagareyama in 
Chiba Prefecture now provides a government 
document to commemorate that big step (for 
a filing fee, of course). In fact, according to 
the news site RocketNews24.com, since only 
one party need file the document, the town 
hopes the form will become a strategic step 
to declare one’s love without the need for 
messy, face-to-face, rejection-risking confronta- 
tion (and also become a robust municipal rev- 
enue producer). 

GREAT ART! 

British artist Millie Brown, 27, profiled in 
January in London’s Daily Mail, creates 
Jackson Pollock-style canvases by vomiting on 
them after ingesting colored soy milk. Brown 
(whose work hangs in London’s Ripley’s 
Believe It or Not! showcase) said she fasts 


for two days prior to public performances and, 
as the show starts, times her ingestions so 
that the proper hues don’t prematurely mix in 
her stomach. Her appearance, at work, in a 
Lady Gaga music video brought her a some- 
what larger audience. Said the understated 
Brown, “I am able to challenge people’s per- 
ceptions of beauty.” 

POLICE REPORT 

Petty Theft: 1) Although Douglas Lydic, 29, 
escaped from a patrol car in December in 
Commodore, Pa., while handcuffed (and was 
soon re-captured), prosecutors declined to 
charge him with fleeing since he was merely 
being “detained” at the time. However, they 
did charge Lydic with theft of the handcuffs. 

2) Petty and Tacky: Dustin Bell, 25, wearing a 
police officer’s badge that had been stolen 
from the Sand Springs, Okla., department, 
apparently only casually considered how to 
wield his newly acquired “authority.” He was 
arrested in April after demanding at a Tulsa 
tanning salon a law-enforcement discount - 
to get a $34 session for $10. 

Misunderstanding: Four Maine State Police 
troopers rushed to a home in the town of 
China in January, alarmed by 911 calls about 
an assault in progress (according to neigh- 
bors who reported raucous screaming). 
Trooper Thomas Bureau found that the sus- 
pected “crime scene” was the home of a pig 
farmer, who showed troopers the pen out 
back in which a male had been placed with 
five sows “in heat” and that the squealing 
(either by the sows or the beleaguered male) 
was not unusual. 

Hard Times Ahead: 1) Ms. Terry Boyd, 52, 
was ordered to probation in Wausau, Wis., in 
February on charges of imprisoning two men 
in a second-story bedroom, leaving them 
screaming for help from a window. According 
to police, Boyd had refused to release the 
men until at least one agreed to have sex 
with her. 2) After Maria Montanez-Colon, 58, 
called 911 in February in Punta Gorda, Fla., 
the responding officer reported that she 
immediately began fondling him, describing 
herself as “horny,” noting “I haven’t been 
penetrated in years.” The officer politely 
declined and warned her about frivolous 911 
calls, but Montanez-Colon was arrested short- 
ly afterward when she called again, asking 
the second responding officer, “How else am 
I going to get [to have sex]?” 

Possibly DUI: 1) Michael Moore, 61, who 
had left home in a huff on March 4 after his 
wife accused him of excessive drinking, was 
arrested later that night in Hobe Sound, Fla., 
after more drinking at a bar. He suggested to 
police that he knew he was drunk, but had 
taken the wheel to try to “drive it off.” 2) 

Bryan Hill, 24, was arrested in Indianapolis in 
March, passed out in the driver’s seat of his 
car at 4am wearing only a T-shirt, underwear, 
and one sock. The officer said Hill “did have 
pants on, but they were on his arms. Both 
arms were inserted into the legs of his jeans.”

Day Trips

Fort Travis Seashore Park, a 15-min- 
ute ferry ride from Galveston, looks kind of 
out of place with its green mounds on the 
relatively flat tip of the Bolivar Peninsula. 
Then you realize the grassy knolls were 
bunkers and gun placements used during 
the world wars. 

As the gateway to Galveston Harbor, 
Bolivar Point has attracted settlers since 
1815, when the point was named for 
Simon Bolfvar, the liberator of Latin Amer- 
ica. The site entered Texas history books 
when Jane Long, an acquaintance of pirate 
Jean Lafitte, gave birth to a daughter there 
in 1821. Long was bestowed with the hon- 
orary title “Mother of Texas” for giving 
birth to the first Anglo baby in Texas, 
which probably isn’t true. 

The first federal fort at the site began in 
1898 and lasted until 1949. The massive 
guns installed during World War II have 
been removed, leaving camouflaged bun- 
kers flanked by empty round concrete pads. 

Fort Travis Seashore Park is a pleasant 
place with a constant breeze, a play- 
ground, lots of open space, and ghosts of 
soldiers past. It’s fun spending a few lazy 
hours under a picnic shelter, watching the 
giant ships cross the horizon on their way 
to the Houston Ship Channel. Galveston 
County rents cabanas and tent-camping 
spots in the park. Access to the 27 miles 
of beach begins about two miles up the 
peninsula.

The Retrieval 

D: Chris Eska; with Ashton Sanders, Tishuan Scott, Keston John, 

Bill Oberst Jr., Christine Horn. (R, 92 min.) 

Ambitious as all get out, The Retrieval is an indie 
film production that belies its small budget. Set 
in 1864, somewhere near the Mason-Dixon line, 


this film is the sort of period drama that’s 
usually considered to be off-limits to small- 
er-scaled projects. Yet writer/director/editor 
Chris Eska (who won the Independent Spirit 
John Cassavetes Award for his previous film, 
August Evening) overcomes these obstacles 
to create a unique coming-of-age story. 

Thirteen-year-old Will (Sanders) is a 
Southern black kid, who, seemingly, has 
no relatives apart from his uncle Marcus 
(John). Together, during the waning months 
of the Civil War, the pair work for a white 
bounty hunter (Oberst), who captures 
and returns escaped slaves. 

The moral quandaries faced 
by Will are laid out in The 
Retrieval's opening sequence: 

During the dead of night, 
with the ominous sound of 
cannons booming in the 
near distance, Will knocks on the door of 
a white woman, who leads the boy to her 
barn where several runaway slaves are 
camped for the night. Will lies down among 
them, and even accepts a morsel of food 
offered to him by one of the fugitives. The 
night quiet soon erupts into mayhem when 
the bounty hunters raid the barn and torch 
the woman’s property. For their efforts 
in betraying their race, Marcus and Will 
receive some coins as payment and are 
tasked with a new mission: crossing over 
to the North to lure back the freedman

Nate (Scott), who has an especially high 
bounty on his head. 

Coaxing Nate back with a fabricated 
story about his fatally ill brother, Marcus 
and Will insist on accompanying the former 
slave on the dangerous journey. Wartime 
dangers surround them and the muffled 
cannon roar is a constant reminder of the 
war’s proximity. Although wary of these 
strangers, Nate eventually adopts a protec- 
tive attitude toward Will, the fatherless boy 
who yearns for a male role model. 

Although Eska’s story is fairly simple 
(and created prior to 12 
Years a Slave and Django 
Unchained, which made 
slavery-era films part of our 
contemporary dialogue), it’s 
an emotionally rich tale. The 
central performances are 
quietly powerful and earned Tishuan Scott 
the Breakthrough Performance Award at the 
2013 SXSW Film Festival, where the Austin- 
based Eska’s movie made its world pre- 
miere. The digital imagery by Yasu Tanida is 
crisp and eye-catching, and Eska shows a 
definite affinity for landscape portraiture. At 
a few points, the film’s artful touches strain 
a bit too hard for significance. But that’s 
hardly a problem for a film as distinctive as 
this one.

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2

It’s a Marvel Universe world, and we just 
live in it. Did I miss out on the public clamor 
for a cinematic reboot of the Spider-Man ori- 
gin story in 2012, a mere decade after Sam 
Raimi and Tobey Maguire delivered a perfectly 
good rendition in 2002 - not to mention their 
2004 reteaming for Spider-Man 2? Now we 
have before us The Amazing Spider-Man 2, 
which reunites director Marc Webb and actor 
Andrew Garfield as the titular web-slinger. Like 
the duo’s 2012 offering, The Amazing Spider- 
Man, this new film is a good example of how 
sometimes more can really be less. 

The new film hits all the marks it’s sup- 
posed to, and does so with competent ease. 
What’s lacking is inspiration, surprise, and 
real wit. Peter Parker (Garfield), whose secret 
identity is Spider-Man, still struggles with 
the conflict that arises between his respon- 
sibilities as a crime-fighter and being a good 
boyfriend to sweetheart Gwen Stacy (Stone). 
Even as the movie opens, he’s on the phone 
making excuses to Gwen, the school vale- 
dictorian, for being late to their graduation 
ceremony because he’s busy flinging bad 
guys around in midtown traffic. Garfield and 
Stone are fully game for their roles. Solid 
new additions come in the form of Dane 
DeFlaan as Peter’s old pal Harry Osborn 
(aka Green Goblin) and Jamie Foxx as the 
put-upon electrical engineer Max Dillon who 
transforms into the rage-fueled Electro during 
an industrial accident at Oscorp - the nefari- 
ous company that everyone seems to work 
for and was run by Harry’s recently deceased 
dad (played by the uncredited but always wel- 
come Chris Cooper). 

It’s difficult to pinpoint exactly what’s 
wrong with The Amazing Spider-Man 2. There 
just seems to be too much of it. Lengthy 
sequences of vertiginous superhero smack- 
downs pass with barely a gasp of surprise 
or startled amazement emanating from the 
audience. There are no plot turns or charac- 
ter developments that serve to keep us glued 
to our seats. The characters are, perhaps, 
overly familiar by this point - but that really 
hasn’t impeded Marvel print and screen fans 
in the past. Although handsomely mounted, 
this latest star in the Marvel Universe is not 
a leading light. But it probably has enough 
juice to keep the galaxy spinning until some- 
thing more original comes along and knocks 
it out of orbit.

BRICK MANSIONS

A kinetic David Belle propelling himself 
through openings and vaulting over obstacles 
to escape capture in the decayed urban ter- 
rain of Brick Mansions is the art of parkour 
at its most feline. It’s utterly mesmerizing to 
watch. Unfortunately, Belle’s amazing athletic 
agility cannot alone sustain this undercooked 
remake of the only slightly more interesting 
2004 French film District B13. To their mutual 
disadvantage, both films come saddled with 
feeble scripts co-written by Luc Besson, the 
reigning auteur of mediocre action movies. The 
premise basically remains the same: Here, an 
undercover Detroit cop (Walker) and a street- 
smart convict (Belle, reprising his role in the 
first film) enter the no-man’s-land of the dys- 
topian Brick Mansions - a walled-in neighbor- 
hood ruled by ruthless criminals - to detonate 
a neutron bomb stolen by a drug lord against 
whom both men harbor personal vendettas. 
Belle’s limitations as an actor remain evident, 
though the late Paul Walker - known more 
for his surfer-boy good looks than anything 

- doesn’t fare much better. What’s worse, 
there’s no odd-couple chemistry between 
these two guys; it’s as if they’re conversing 
with each other in a different language. Yet, 
it’s hard to take your eyes off Walker in his 
penultimate film appearance, cognizant of his 
mortality and the way he was gracefully aging 
much in the same way as another fair-haired, 
blue-eyed actor named Paul. 

The thugs in Brick Mansions come straight 
out of Central Casting. They’re Hollywood’s 
idealization of the contemporary criminal ele- 
ment, with rapper RZA exuding an elegant 
malevolence as the narcotics kingpin, 
Tremaine Alexander. But when the character 
inexplicably pleads for social justice on behalf 
of the impoverished citizenry to whom he 
supplies cocaine, Brick Mansions gets a little 
nutty. (The film’s coda is beyond nutty in this 
same respect.) It’s a throwback to a more 
liberal era when the “man” was the enemy 
of the people, personified here as a smarmy 
white mayor intent upon transforming the 
lawless Detroit ghetto into a landscape of 
skyscrapers for the rich and powerful. To the 
filmmakers’ credit, it’s enough to make a Fox 
News commentator foam at the mouth.

D: John Maloof, Charlie Siskel. (NR, 83 min.) 

In 2007 at a Chicago auction house, John 
Maloof purchased a storage locker crammed 
full of photo prints and negatives. Struck by 
their quality, Maloof hunted down as much 
of the photographer’s work as he could find 

- at one point, he counted in his collection 
some 100,000 negatives, and nearly another 
3,000 roles of film still undeveloped. He was 
also intrigued by the mystery of the photog- 
rapher, and so Maloof began piecing together 
the backstory of Vivian Maier. 

Born in 1926, Maier made a living as a 
nanny and housekeeper, but her true passion, 
it seems, was street photography, taken most- 
ly with a Rolleiflex camera, which allows the 
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photographer to maintain eye contact with the 
subject and shoot from below, a perspective 
that informs the mood of the photographs. 

Her curious and unsentimental images of mid- 
century America are deeply striking - most 
especially her pictures of children, her fre- 
quent companions. It’s not a little bit chilling 
to note that, after one of her young charges 
was struck (nonfatally) by a car, Maier pulled 
out her camera to document the scene. 

We know this because Maloof is not just 
a character in the story, but also its narra- 
tor; with his co-director Charlie Siskel, they 
rounded up Maier’s former employers and 
the children she tended to, neighbors, and 
acquaintances, and interviewed them for the 
camera. Of friends, she seemed to have had 
few. She was profoundly private, cagey (she 
often used aliases), and, possibly, mentally 
unstable. Even as her biographical details 
come sharper into focus, there are still big 
gaps, bleary grays overwhelming the black- 
and-white facts, and notable discrepancies 
in the accounts of some interviewees. As 
several interviewees suggest abusive behav- 
ior in her past, this viewer at least squirmed 
for the dead woman unable to answer the 
charges against her. 

The filmmakers are right to engage with the 
moral implications of thrusting into the public 
eye a woman so secretive she padlocked her 
bedroom door. What troubles Maloof most - 
understandably, as the de facto executor of 
her estate - is what appears to be Maier’s 
utter lack of interest in achieving profes- 
sional recognition of her work. Would she be 
agitated by this much-deserved posthumous 
acclaim? And what are the rights of an artist, 
once-deceased, in shaping her own legacy? 
There are no hard truths to be found in 
Finding Vivian Maier (really, how could there 
be?), but it’s an engrossing doc nevertheless 
- a portrait of an American artist hiding in 
plain sight, a mystery with too few clues, and 
a sincere inquiry into how best to divine the 
wishes of the dead.

ON MY WAY 

D: Emmanuelle Bercot; with Catherine Deneuve, Nemo

Who hasn’t, at some point in his or her 
life, examined the complicated mess they’re 
swimming in and thought, “Fuck it, I’m 
outta here”? That’s where we find Bettie 
(Deneuve), at the beginning of On My Way. 
She is a 70-year-old widow who lives with her 
henpecking mother upstairs from the finan- 
cially faltering restaurant she runs. When she 
gets the news that her affair with a married 
man has ended due to him running off with 
a 25-year-old, she snaps, hops into her gold 
Mercedes for a pack of cigarettes, and ends 
up flooring it on a cross-country odyssey. 

Deneuve is an actress with history, a 
French national treasure whose presence 
onscreen can’t help but recall for the viewer 
her performances in some of the most semi- 
nal films of the last 50 years. This is what 
director Emmanuelle Bercot takes on in On 


My Way, and Deneuve is game, playing an 
everyday character who is her own worst 
enemy. Bettie is an ex-beauty pageant winner 
(she won Miss Brittany at the age of 19), and 
she never fully recovered from that early apex 
of fame and identity. Lifted from the fog she 
has surrounded herself with, she is now navi- 
gating the world as if for the first time, rely- 
ing on the kindness of strangers to, say, read 
a map or roll a cigarette. Midway through her 
existential crisis on wheels, Bettie receives 
a call from her estranged daughter, Muriel 
(played by French singer-songwriter Camille), 
who needs her to take her 11-year-old son 
Charly (Schiffman) to his grandfather’s while 
she pursues a job opportunity. The film then 
turns into a buddy road movie, with the bratty 
Charly and the nervously liberated Bettie 
going through the rote development of fight- 
ing all the time to becoming livelong besties. 
By the time they all end up at a picturesque, 
countryside home (where, inexplicably, all 
the major characters converge) a feast is in 
place, fences are inevitably mended, and life 
doesn’t look so bleak for Bettie after all. 

It’s all so predictable, an obvious love letter 
from Bercot to Deneuve (she wrote the role 
specifically for her), which is why it’s a shame 
it doesn’t work despite her fearless perfor- 
mance. The camera clings to Deneuve like a 
frightened child, knowing that there’s not much 
going on that we haven’t seen a million times 
before. Unfortunately, Deneuve’s performance 
is not enough to elevate On My Way from the 
dredges of narrative tedium. Bettie may have 
gotten her groove back, but, in the end, the 
price the audience pays isn’t worth it.

THE QUIET ONES 

D: John Pogue; with Jared Harris, Sam Claflin, Erin Richards, 
Rory Fleck-Byrne, Laurie Calvert.

Things just don’t go bump in the night 
in The Quiet Ones. They resound with the 
ear-shattering force of a sonic boom. But 
startling and scaring an audience are two dif- 
ferent things. On that count, The Quiet Ones 
is a whimper of a horror film unworthy of 
the legacy of its production studio, Hammer 
Films. Purportedly “inspired by true events” - 
seldom a good sign in the genre - the movie 
recounts an Oxford professor’s unorthodox 
psychological experimentation (circa 1974) on 
an extremely damaged young woman named 
Jane Harper (Cooke). Jane isn’t simply a bas- 
ket case who’s repeatedly attempted suicide 
and spent most of her adult life confined to 
mental institutions. In the view of Professor 
Coupland (played with creepy effect by Harris), 
she has an ability to manifest negative emo- 
tional energy in the disguise of paranormal 
events, such as telekinetically slamming 
doors and summoning other frightening visual 
and aural phenomena. The objective of his 
dangerous and unethical research (today we’d 
call it torture) is to disprove the supernatural 
and cure mental illness by extracting the bad 
juju from Jane’s recipient body and relocat- 
ing it to another physical form for ultimate 
destruction. Re-reading this plot synopsis will 
not improve your comprehension of it. 

What follows is a seemingly random series 
of events in which Jane bleeds, burns, or 
screams, accompanied by sound effects at 
full volume and a series of cigarettes chain- 
smoked by the madman in charge. There’s 
no sense of trepidation in The Quiet Ones, 


because suspense requires a cogent storyline 
to either create or defy the viewer’s expecta- 
tions. This lack of plausible narrative is either 
the result of lazy filmmaking or shortcut edit- 
ing. Either way, you lose. Even the appealing 
Claflin, who plays the naive and sensitive 
cameraman hired to document the proceed- 
ings, is unable to make this movie accessible 
on some level. Perhaps it was a strategic 
mistake for the Hunger Games sequel star 
to keep his shirt on during the filming of this 
movie. A glimpse of his bare torso might have 
made it momentarily interesting.

Margaret Moser’s Retirement Party 

Sundays usually find Margaret Moser on her porch with her boy- 
friend listening to KUTX and reading. Lately, she's been thumbing 


A Distant Mirror: The Calamitous 14th Century by Barbara 
Tuchman. Now that the Chronicle’s senior music scribe is 
retiring, she’ll have a lot more free time. This was rarely the 
case in the past. 

For more than three decades, Moser’s schedule has been 
at the whim of the music gods, whether covering it live, 
writing about it, or simply living it. She’s one of the people 
who made Austin the live music capital of the world. Her 
decades on the beat end May 16, the day she turns 60. 

“I don’t really know any other life,” she acknowledges. 
“The Chronicle is my family.” 

For two years now, Moser’s battled cancer. Instead of 
dividing her time between chemotherapy and work, she’d 
rather concentrate on the finer things in life, like listening to 
the aforementioned station’s Saturday night Paul Ray slot, 
Twine Time, without worrying about having to be out covering 
bands. That’s a far cry from 1981, when this magazine’s edi- 


tor and publisher, Louis Black and Nick Barbaro, respectively, 
hired her after a stint at precursor weekly the Austin Sun. 

“I nearly blew it early on,” she laughs. “Don’t ever hire a 
night scene columnist to double as your morning reception- 
ist. But it’s been a dream of a career, and thanks to them, 
I’ve been able to interview people from Bob Geldof to Liz 
Carpenter. Black and Barbaro are remarkable men.” 

Her only regret? Not interviewing Willie Nelson. 

Cow punks the Hickoids kick off Moser’s official retire- 
ment party at 2pm, which climaxes with a very special 
surprise guest around 7:30pm. In between, ranging 
from swamp pop and blues to country and roots punk, 

Eve Monses, Churchwood, Standing Waves, the 
Wagoneers, Bluebonnets, Paul Oscher, Rosie Flores, 
my band the Painted Redstarts, and my father Jon Dee 
Graham perform.

FORMING THE LLC FOR 
MY NEW BUSINESS? 

I’m starting a small catering business and am 
forming an LLC. What are the steps to forming an 
LLC in Texas? I looked online and there are a bunch 
of forms for sale that say they’ll show me how to start 
the LLC - can those sites help? 

The first step to forming an LLC in Texas is to 
decide on the LLC’s business name. The name of the 
LLC cannot be the same as the name of another busi- 
ness entity already on file with the Texas Secretary 
of State. You can verify that your proposed business 
name is available by calling the Texas Secretary of 
State (512/463-5555) or by emailing corpinfo@sos.texas.gov. 
Do not start investing in your company’s new name 
(letterhead, business cards, domain name, etc.) until 
you verify that the preferred name is actually avail- 
able. If your preferred business name is already 
taken, you might still be able to use the name if 
the other entity consents in writing, which may 
be unlikely, so in order to avoid confusion and 
additional hassle it is often best to avoid using the 
name of an already existing company. The last 
words of the company name must reference the 
limited liability nature of the company (“limited 
company,” “LLC,” “L.L.C.”). The next step is to 
file Articles of Organization (“AO”) with the Texas 
Secretary of State’s office. The standard fee for filing 
the AO and creating the LLC is $300, although you 
can expedite the LLC approval process by paying 
an additional $25. Texas law requires very specific 
information in the AO, including the company name 
and name and street address of the registered agent 
(check www.sos.state.tx.us and the Texas Business 
Organizations Code Chapters 3 & 101 for AO require- 
ments and general LLC information). 

Texas law allows anyone 18 years or older to 
form an LLC by signing the AO and delivering an 
original and a copy (along with payment) to the 
Texas Secretary of State (1019 Brazos). You can 
form the LLC yourself, just be sure the AO con- 
tains all the necessary information otherwise the 
LLC formation request will be denied. Online legal 
document sites, while not required, can help ensure 
that you include all the specific information needed 
for the AO to be approved.
